Starving Millions. 


EXTENT AND CHARACTER OF THE FAMINE 
CHINA oF THE CAUSES OF 
MUCH BUFFERING,

The northern provinces of Ohina—Chih- | » 
li, in which the capital is situated ; Shing 
king, at the north of the Gulf of I 
tung, the principal town of which is Monk- 
den, the cradle of the present dynasty ; 
Shanai, which is enclosed in an elbow. of | 
the mighty and turbulent *Yellow River, 
and Kansuh, which stretches beyond the 
western boundary of the at Wall, and 
abuts upon the desert. of Goli—have aec- | 
cording to the testimony of Ricthofer, Dr, | 
Carne, aud others, undergone during the 
past two centuries a climatic change which 
1s almost without a parallel among the 
settled civilized portion of the globe. The 
remains of immense bridges over wasted 
water courses, and the signs of an ancient | 
population much greater than the present, | 


has undergone an extraordinary diminution. 
Even the population of Pekin is accounted 
to be much less than formerly, Famine, 
8o far from being an uncommon incident 
in these provinces, is of very frequent oc- 
currence. At the present time there are | 
said tobe in these extensive and almost 
unknown regions 70,000,000 of human 
beings—nearly double the entire popula- | 
tion of the United States—in a state of | 
starvation. Ever since 1851, before which | 
period knowledge of these populous and 
mysterious lands was even leas than it is 
now, famine has been among them a fre- 
quent and familiar visitor, though there is | 
no record of one 80 wide spread and terrible 
as the present. In Chihli in 1871 a rebel- 
lion which for a time menaced the. security 
of the capital, broke out in consequence of | 
the failure of the crops from drought, and 
many thotisands of deaths by starvation | 
were reported through the entire line of 
the northern provinces, Supplies of rice 
from the southern provinces along the 
Yangtse Kiang, from Formosa and Siam, 
at length relieved in some degree the de 
struction, and the rebellion abated, but 
other parts of the Empire at the same time 
suffered from want, and the popular com- 
motions thereon were suppressed with great 
difficulty. 

Drought, undulation and insurrection 
may be set down as the main cause of the | 
famine in China, to which the ravages of 
locusts,which sometimes devastate exten- 
sive regions to the north, may be added. 


Although the alluvial districts of the 
country are reticulated by a nét-work of 
canals, which bound every field and inter- 
sect every village, the hill and mountain 
regions are without any except the rudest 
means of communication. There arc, in 
fact, few roads in the Empire worthy to be 
mentioned, and these, which survive as 
the memorials of previous and more enter- 
prising dynasties, are in a melancholy con- 
dition of decay and ruin, 

It would seem, indeed, as if the instinet 
of seclusion and isolation which renders 
China so jealous of intercourse with foreign 
nations prevailed among her separate _pro- 
vinces with respect to each other. In a 
land where labor is so abundant, and is 
requited at so cheap a rate, a system of 
thoroughfare as perfect as any ever known 
in the world would have been , perfected 
ages ago if the disposition of free social 
and commercial intercourse had existed 
among the people. 


The most trustworthy authorities esti- 
mate the population of China proper at 
420,000,000, and of its dependencies at 
about 26,000,000, constituting fully one- 
third of the human race. ‘The. support ‘of 
this stupendous mass of human beings taxes 
even the unmense and unfailing fertility of 
the land to the utmost. Nowhere in the 
world is agriculture pursued with more re- 
fed skill and economy, and nowhere in 
the world is individual jnduetry and fru- 
gality carried toa greater length, In all 
foreign countries where the Chinese have 
gone, their thrift and diligence haye far 
exceeded any with which thoy were brought 
into competition, and they have never 
failed to extort prosperity from eyen the 
most unpromnising surroundings and condi- 
tions. ‘Their perseverance is proof against 
all forms of discourrgement, and their for- 
titude «uporior to the extremity of oppres- 
sion, They gain and seve where another 
race leas skilled and diligent would starve, 
and the virtues which they exhibit abroad 
they practice with equal steadiness at 
home, ry handbroadth of soil is uti- 
lized to its utmost limit ; hills are traced 
to their summits ; on waste spaces a thin 
coating of earth is spread,and made to bear 
its slight burden of harvest ; every particle | 
of fertilizing matorial is saved with misorly 
care, So important is perfect agriculture 
deemed in the economy of the nation, that |

The re- 
cent famine in the eastern provinces of 
India had hardly beon made known in 
Europe before relief began to flow in copi- 
ously upon those perishing people. Upwards 
of $6,000,000 were contributed in Great 
Britain for this purpose, and the celerity 
with which relief was brought to bear upon 
communities so remote and scattered was 
due to thé lines of communication estab- 
lished by the acqniescence of the Indian 
peoples, Until China learns some new lés- 
sons and exhibits a more generous. hos- 


pitality towards tho arts and enterprise of 


other nations, seasons of dearth among the 
isolated provinces will continuo to be soa- 
sons of appalling disaster. The world may 
pity her suffering peoples, but the utmost 
relief which itis able to extond will be 
scanty and inadequate. 


Dominion: Parliament, 
FIFTH SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Wepxzspay, Feb. 27. 

Mr. McGregor presented a petition pray- 
ing for certain amendments to the Canada 
Southern Railway Bill. 

The following Bills wero introduced and 
read a first tine -—By Mr. Cook—to’ re- 
move any doubts as to the power of the 
North Simcoe Railway Company to lease 
their line to the Northern Railay Com- 
pany. 

By Mr. McMillan—Concerning the Agri- — 
chitural Mutual Assurance Association. 

By Mr. Gibbs—To amend the Act incor- 
porating the Sydney Harbor Company. 

By Mr. Mills—To facilitate the coloniza- 
tion of Dominion lands, and provide for the 
incorporation of railway companies con- 
structing railroads traversing such lands, 

By. Mr. Trow—To render life assurance 
policies non-forfeitable. : 

Mr. Thompson, (Haldimand) asked whe- 
ther it is the intention of the Government 
to form Military Camps of Instruction this 
year? Jfso, at what points and of what 
strength? Mr. Jones replied that the sub- 
ject was still under the consideration of the 
Government, 

Mr. Kirkpatrick moved for reports of 
engineers, memorials, &¢., relating to the 
survey and location of the line of the Pacific 
Railway between the Red River and Battle- 
ford. He urged that the route should be 
changed from its present location to the 
south of Lake Manitoba. 

Mr, Ryan advocated the southern route, 
saying that the farmera of West Marquette 
last year raised 250,000 bushels of grain 
and were unable to raise 250 in cash for 
want of a market, He read from evidence 
given before the Senate Committeo to prove 
the untitness of the northern route for 
railway purposes, 

Mr. Mackenzie said that questions of the 
policy were as necessary as questions of en- 
gineermg in locating the line ; the ques- 
tions of length of line and the effect of lo- 
cation on settlement were of great import- 
ance in determining the location, Tho 
southern ronte contained considerable en- 
gineering difficulties, and the reports read 
by Mr: Ryan were from parties interested, 
His sole object was the public interest and 
the goneral interests of the country. He 
would not hesitate to correct the errors of 
the engineers if it were shown that they had 
made: errors. He was not, however, con- 
vinced that there was better line south of 
Lake Manitoba than there was to the north, 

Dr. Tupper asked if the route betweon 
Selkirk and Fort Pelly was definitely sot- 
tled. 

Mr, Mackenzie replied that the line had 
boen located north of Lake Manitoba, but as 
the construction had not, been commenced, 
the Government felt themselves free to do- 
viate from that route, if it was found that 
the general interosts of the country would 
be better served thereby 

:, Smith (Selkirk) said he would prefer 
the southern routo taken, but he felt 
the route chosen was the better one. | 

Mr. Trow said he had had several months 
experience in Manitoba ; ho was satistlod 
that an excellent route lay to the south, but 
by deviating the line north of the Riding 
Mountains the enginooring dificulties spo~ 
ken of would bo avoided, He doubted tho 
value of the hearsay evidence produced,

LICENSE ACT. |

solidated —§ Revenue Fond, and tw 
thirds by the conoty.of municipality in ques- 
tion.

These sections were merely to make the Act 
more workable.

Great Deeds ot Great Men. 


The Rey. C.H. Fowler, D.D,,of New York, | 
delivered a lecture on the aboye subject, in 
the Bridge Street Church laat night, before | 
a large audience, As had been well said of 
this} lecture, it is a groat dood of » great man, 
the eloquence of the composition and tho 


to general expectation, which was high. 
Tho Roy. E.B, Harpor, M.A., pastor of tho 
church, presided and introduced the lecturer, 
Rey. Dr. Fowlor, in introduction of his 
subject, alluded to the teaching aud fostering 
of greatness in olden times, especially in 
Sparta, which had made the history of Grooce 
for five hundred years, whilst Greece was 
making tho history of the world. God's 
great work is ever done by God's great men. 
Thore has always been great work to do, and 
consequently there had oxiated a great broth- 
erhood of groat men throughout all time and 
all the world. It was only by contemplation 
of these great deods and great mon that wo 
could truly become *'the heirs of all tho ages.” 
Great leaders formed one class, and it ia hard 
to estimate their influence, so great was it. 
Ono of the greatest of there was Napoleon, 
whe while leading his army to victory heard 
of the defeat of his floet by that of Britain, 
and said, ‘‘Icannot bo everywhere.” He 
know the value of great loaders. A colored 
man to whom the flag had been entrasted 
during a great battlo, carried it some distance 
in front of the regiment, Tho officer secing 
that the flag was in danger of being taken, 
called out, ‘‘ Bring back that there flag ; you 
will lose it the first thing you know.” 
The colored ‘man just stopped for a 
moment to answer, ‘‘ This flag never 
goes back. Bring up them there men,” 
and then went on—(laughter and 
applause),and the men wore brought up. It is 
impossible to estimate the yalue of great lead- 
ors, (laughter). True greatness is of slow 
growth, Mushrooms grow up ina night—so 
do mushheads, It takes decades to make a 
great man. Popo says that ‘‘he lisped in num- 
bers and numbers come.” Some peoplo be- 
jieved that he did alittle more than that. 
Lord Byron composed his own nursery rhymes 
—was his own Mother,Goose,and stayed so all 
his life. Robert Burns, Scotland’s furrow- 
singer, was simply inspired, His poems like 
himself were simply natural and great. And 
Shakespeare must not be omitted, the great- 
est, grandest, tallest and broadest of all poets 
and dramatists, he made heroes out of his 
own head, and he had enough left for another 
complete outfit, (laughter.) When he came 
to such aman he felt oyercome—he had no 
words which reach hia height, no plummet 
which would fathom hfs depth ; he was un- 
able to describe his merits, as he was not a 
German, The German evolves, the Saxon in- 
volves,—if you doubt it, try him, If you 
ask a Frenchman for a description of a camel, 
he would look in his book and study them well

words and great men are of slow growth. In 
illustration of this he described the battle of 
Dunbar, and dwelt upon the patient confidence 
with which Cromwell waited until the Scot- 
tish troops quitted their favorable position 
and then, seizing the opportunity, made a 
Vigorous attack, and in forty minutes the 
pride of Scotland was broken and he was well 
on the way to the protectorate. Cromwell 
knew how to wait, The lecturer then spoke 
of the slow growth of great nations, which 
was illustrated by the United States, which 
had grown slowly out of the little band of 
Puritans who sailed in the “Mayflower.” He 
also described in this connection the succes- 
sive struggles of the Celts, the Britons, the 
Romans, the Saxons, the Danes, and the Nor- 
mans, through long ages, for tho possession of 
that “little isle in the North Atlantic,” and 
said that out of these struggles there had been 
slowly built up the grandest civilization the 
world had ever known, (reat men are self- 
poised, but not self-centered. History is 
luminous with the people who forget them- 
selves, and red with the blood shed by thoso 
who forgetoverybody but themselves, He pass. 
ed on to speak of tho different motives which 
induced mon to act ina great manner.and bo- 
lieved that it was a peculiarity of the Saxon 
that he would not do anything oxcept from a 
sense of moral obligation or tesponsibility, Ho 
described cloquently the great struggles for 
political freedom in Europe against the great 
Napoleon, and the men who had been mado 
great by them, Nelson and Wellington. He 
next spoke of the men who were great in their 
foolishness and those who were great in their 
faults, and gave amusing illustrations of such, 
Great among propheta and reformers were 
next noticed, from whom he chose Elijah and 
Cromwell as the best illustration, and ended by 
pronouncing a brilliant eulogium upon Lincoln 
whom he called God's greatest secular prophet,

(From the Mail's Summary.) 


Tnunspar, Fob. 28. 
CANADIAN CATTLE LN ENGLAND. 
In reply to Mr. Higinbotham, 


on thoir arrival in England,

INCOMPLETE RETURNS. 

Mr, Barrur complained of the incom- 
pleteness of a return ho had asked for last 
session as to public works in progross in 
Sorel. In fact it gave no information what- 
ever. It was an insult to the House, to 
himself, and to his constituents. 

Mr. Macxenzin said money spent in 
these works was not public money, but 
money raised by Commission under an 
Act of Parliament, and he belioved the re- 
turn contained all the papers the Govern- 
ment had it in their power to give. 

Dr. Turrer was about to say that the 
Premier's remarks were an evasion of 
authority, when 

Mr. Mackenztz interposed to object to 
the member for Cumberland discussing the 
subject. 

Dr. Turrer said he was not going to 
disouss the subject. 

Mr. Mack “‘Order, order.”’ 

Dr. Turrer said the First Minister 
ought not to be so impetuous. 

Mr, Maockenztx still cried ‘Order |” 

Mr, Sreaxer said the subject should not 
be further discussed, and it there dropped. 

PACIFIC RAILWAY ROUTE. 

Mr, Krrkrarniox, speaking to his mo- 
tion for missing reports respecting the loca- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific railway, west 
of the Red River, said that clearly a case 
had been made out for further considera- 
tion of the subject by the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, 

Mr. Mackenzie made a few obsorva- 
tions. 

Dr. Turrer called the Premier's atten- 
tion to the fact that he had no right to 
ry » having apanee before, and that if 

Opposition had been as discourteous as 
himself, they might have prevented him 
going on. 

Mr. Masson asked if an instrumental 
survey had been made of the southern 
route. He would ask the Premier's special 
attention to the question, the Premier at 
the time being engaged in conversation 
with Mr, Holton. 

Mr, Mackenzte rose to speak, but knew 
but little of the question which had been 
put to him. 

Mr. Masson complained and asserted 
that he was entitled to more courtesy from 
the leader of the House. 

Mr. Mackenzte, on Mr, Masson putting 
his question again, said a partial instra- 
mental sarvey had been Site 

The motion was carried. 

ACCUSED PERSONS’ EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Dymonp moved the second reading 
of the bill to provide that persons charged 
with common assault shall be competent 
as witnesses in their own behalf. The bill 
which he introduced last session applied to 
all criminal cases ; this billhe contined to 
cases of common assault. 

After some discussion the bill was read 
4 second time and referred to Committee. 


BILL STAMPS ACT. 

Mr. Invixc moved the second reading of 
the bill to amend the law relating to stamps 
on promisary notes and bills of exchange, 

Mr, Mackenzie said one at least of the 
clauses of the bill would have to be amend- 
ed, but he would not oppose the second 
reading. 

Read a second time. 
BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 

Mr, Bunsrer moved his motion for an 
address to her Majesty praying to amend 
the British North America Act so as have 
a seasion of the Canadian Parliament only 
once in every two years, 
After some remarks from the mover, 
The Spraker declared the resolution 
‘‘carried—in the negative.” 

WELLAND CANAL CONTRACTS. 
Mr, Lanoevin moved for a return ro- 
specting six lower tenders in September or 
October, 1873, for sections 2, 3, 6, 6, 7, 12, 
13, and 14 of the new Welland canal. 
Common report stated that the lowest ten- 
ders had been passed over by the Govern- 
ment because, in many cases, the tender- 
ers, were Conservatives. The return would 
show whether this was the case or not, Ho 
knew the contracts had not been let to the 
lowest tenderers, He defended his own 
action as Minister of Pablic Works in open- 
ing tenders, 
Mr. Mackenzie said that to his know- 
ledge not a single political opponent had 
been passed over as a contractor whose 
tender was the lowest. He believed the 
new system of letting contracts was a much 
better one than the old. He would bring 
the papers down as soon as he could. 
Dr, Turrer remarked that the Premier 
could not controvert the statement made 
by the mower of the motion that the con- 
tracts referred to had been let at an in- 
crease’ price by the present Government. 
He believed the change as to the mode of 
letting contracts introduced by the Pre- 
mier was calculated to limit competition 
and throw the contracts into the hands of 
the friends of the Government of the day. 
Elsewhere the Minister of Public Works 
had declared that after having used tho 
services of a large detective staff, he had 
not discovered a single fact which would 
justify him in saying that the late Goyern- 
ment had let a single contract corruptly. 
He referred to the Palen and Gederich 
Harbor jobs in illustration of the way in 
which the present Governmont let con- 
tracts. 

Mr, Mackenate cited contracts let by the 

old Government not to the lowest tendors, 
Wore these contracts corrupt 1 Ho defend- 
| ed the Palen and Goderich jobs. 
Dr, Torren replied that the Minister of 
| Public Works had stated that the lotting 
| of theso contracts was not corrupt. That 
was his answor. 

Mr. Huwxtixoton made a goneral on- 
slaught on tho Crposition: Why did thoy 
not submit their charges to a Committeo of 
tho Houso?

LOCAL MINISTRY RESIGNS. 


A NEW MINISTRY APPOINTED. 


Quesxc, March 3.—The resignation of 
the Local Government was placed in the 
hands of the Lieut-Govornor last night. 
The matter was kept perfectly quiet and 
no intimation of it has been given officially. 
Mr. DoBouchervillo refused information 
this morning at his hotcl to a number of 
Conservative frienda The only positive 
information is that the Lieut-Governor has 
sent for Mr. Joly; informed him that he 
has accepted his Ministers’ resignations, 
and entrusted him withthe task of form- 
ing a ministry, a duty which Mr. Joly has 
accepted. -Several names of leading Lib- 
erals in the Chamber, and a few moderate 
Consoryatives, are already mentioned in 
connection with the new government ; but 
no one hag been named by) Mr. Joly, or 
will be till to-morrow. It is certain that 
the names of the now Ministers cannot be 
announced until Tuesday. The cause of 
the Government's resignation is said to be 
Lieut-Governor’s refusal to sanction either 
the new tax bill or tho railway bill. The 
Premier was presont at Spencerwood when 
the Legislature adjourned yesterday after- 
noon, Thore is great excitement in the 
city respecting the political crisis, and all 
sorta of indefinite rumors haye been cir- 
culating during the day. The estimates 
have not yet been fully adopted, and if the 
Government refuses to vote them, Mr. 
Joly and his friends will at once go to the 
country. 


FROM MONTREAL.

HOT-BED. 
Horse manure with plenty of litter and 
about quarter its bulkin leaves,’ if ‘ubtain- | 
able, all having been well mixed together, 
is thrown into a pile, and left for a fow 
ays, until steam e’capes, When the mass 
n thrown over and left for two or 
three days moro, after which it is thrown 
into a pit (or it may be placed directly on 
the surface) from eighteen inches to two 
feet in depth, when it is beaten down with 
afork and trodden well together. Tho 
sashes are now put on abd kept there un 
til heat is developed. The first intense | 
heat must bo allowed to pass off, which 
will be in about three days after the high 
temperature is reached. Now throw on 
six inches of fiue soil, in which mix a libe- 
ral supply of well-rotted manuro, free 
from all straw, or rake in throughly su- 
perphosohate or bono dust at the rate of 
2,000 pounds to the acre, 
When the hot-beds are used for seeds 
only nothing further is necessary ;_ they 
are to be sown in pots or pans, placed or 
plunged in the bed, the heat of which will} 
soon cause them to germinate, As this | 
will, after sometime, deciino, what are | 
called linings should be added, thatis frosh 
hot, fermenting, bat not rank manure, 
applied, about a foot in width, all round 
the bed ; this renows its strengtli, and will 
greatly aid its successful management. 
COLD PRAME. 
A cold frame is formed by.placing the 
ordinary hot-bed frame, upon a bed of 
light, rich soil, in some place in the garden 
where it will be protected from cold winds. 
Rake thoroughly in superphosphate, 
bone dust, or finely pulverized hen ma- 
nure, and sow in rows four to six inches 
apart. Thin out the tomato plants-when 
quite small, but allow peppers to remain 
rather thick at first, by reason of the de- 
predations of the cut-worm. As tho sea- 
son advances, raise the sashes an inch or 
two in the middle of the day, and water 
freely in the evening with water that is 
nearly of the temperature of the earth in 
the frame. As tho Neat of the seasdn in- 
creases, whitewash the glass, and keep 
them more and more open until, at about 
the close of May, just before plants are set 
in open ground, allow the glass to remain 
entirely off both day and night unless there 
should be a cold rain. This will harden 
them, so that they will not be apt to bo 
injured by the change. —Rennie’s Seed Cat- 
alogne.

exchange with these logical remarks about 
broad-chested horses :— 

Wind is the grand secret of a fast horse. 
Good lungs will cover a multitude of faults ; 
while, on the other hand, perfection of 
shape and form are useless when the wind 
is out, The chest, therefore, in all cases, 
should be large and capacious. In shape 
it may very somewhat according to the 
service to Which the animal is to be put. 
If ho is to bo kopt for slow work and hoavy 
drawing, the chest may be nearly circular 
in form, because this shape is the one for 
strength and bulk, to receive and bear up 
against the pressure of tho collar ; while at 
the same time suflicient room is secured 
for the expansion of the chest caused by 
slow and regular work, But if the cheat 
is circular, let it be at the same time deep, 
or else the lungs may be cramped. A 
horse with a shallow chest is worth less for 
any purpose. Tho rule then is this :—For 
a draught horse a circular but deop cheat ; 
but as you pass through tho difforent grades 
of speed, up to the racor and the trottor, 
the chest will increase in depth, campared 
to its soundness, until, for the highest rate 
of speed, you must havo a chest as deep as 
a groy-hound, and at the same time not 
lacking in breadth. Every breeder should 
keep this rulo in mind when selecting his 
brood mares and stallion, for he may be 
sure that shallow-chested parents never 
beget deep-chested colts.

THH SILVER BILL. 


The passage by the United States Con- 
gress of the Silvor Bill ovor the President's 


yoto, is an orent of much significance. By 
SE TERE eee nN a de 


lars of tho weight of 412} grains shall be lo- 
gal tender to their nominal value for all 


debts and dues, public and private, 
except when otherwiso specially stipula- 
ted in the contract Now as the 


President points out in his veto 
messago, tho silver dollar authorized by 
the Bill is worth from 8 to 10 per cent less 
than it purports to be worth, and is made 
legal tender for debts coutracted when the 
law did not recognize such coin as lawful 
money, it will at once be seen what a dis- 
honest trick has been plryed upon the 
creditors of the nation, who bought tho 
bonds representing tho indebtedness to the 
amount of $583,440,305, since February, 
1873 when silver was at a low value, and 
paid for them in gold, and $1,143,493,400 
was issued prior to the date named, which 
it was understood would be paid in gold. 
Thus tho creditors of the United States 
have at ono blow beon robbed of from 
$46,000,000 to $58,000,000 at ono stroke— 
an exhibition of deliberate dishonesty 
never before paralleled in any civilized 
country, Wero our neighbors unable to 
pay their indebtedness, there might bo a 
shadow of excuse for their conduct ; but 
such & condition of their finances is not 
even alleged asa reason for the action of 
congress, Their country is pot, it is true, 
in so flourishing a stato as it was a few years 
ago, but its resources are marvellous, and 
there is no apparent reason why the 
public creditors should thus be cheated 
ont of 10 per cent. of their invest- 
ment. The only attompt at justification 
of this act of repudiation and spoliation is 
4 sophistical argument, something after 
the style of Shylock in the ‘‘Merchant of 
Venice,” to the following effect : 
“

Tho Gazette's despatch says: ‘ Yester- 
day Hon. Mr, DeBoucherville was, it is 
said, informed that the further services of 
himself and colleagues were no longer re- 
quired, and Hon. Mr. Ross not presiding 
over the Legislative Council as usual, gave 
color to the belief that he was no longer a 
Minister. The Lieut.-Governor, it is stated, 
requested Mr. DeBoucherville to keep the 
facts « secret till Monday,and in the mean- 
while Mr. Joly was sent for to form a 
Ministry, whioh he is now doing. Overtures 
have been made to an English Conservative 
member to join the Ministry, but he declines 
even to consider the matter. The whole of 


the Couservative members are united in 
resisting the high-handed measure of the

It was expected that when the Legiala- 
ture of Quebec met to-day, explanations 
would have been given respecting the crisis, 
but M. Angers, in moving the adjournment 
of the House, stated that it was the Goy- 
ernor’s desire that they should not be made 
until to-morrow. Meantime M. Joly is at 
work endeavoring to form a Uabinet. It is 
said he cannot get any English member to 
join him, and that his prospects of forming 
an Administration are very black. This 
morning the Conservative membors of the 
House of Assembly met in caucus and 

assed resolutions of confidence in the 
‘ate Government. They are sticking to- 
gether like ono man, and there is not the 
slightest hope of Mr. Joly boing able to 
form a coalition, as some of his friends 
hope he may be able to do, 
M. Pelletier, Minister of Agriculture, 
loft this morning for Quebec. He has gone 
down, it is understood, to strengthen the 
Lieut.-Governor’s hands and help him to 
fight to the bitter end tho battles of the 
Party. And yet thero is no alliance be- 
tween the two Govornments! Itis beliay- 
od that the reason the Lieut.-Governor has 
asked his late Ministers not to make any 
explanations in the Logislature is the hope 
that M. Joly will be able to form a Govern- 
ment before the House mects to-morrow, 
and that then by a further exercise of 
Executive power he will Pprorogue the

The History of Curling. 


Though curling is so eminently a Scotch 
garoe, evidence goes to prove that the 
timo wes brought to Scotland frdm the con- 
tinent not very long ago—throe hundred 
yearsor so, Some ultra patriotic curlers 
claim for it indeed a native origin, or at 
least ono lost in tho mists of antiquity,citing 
& passage in “Ossian” to prove that the 
Fingalian are beguiled their winters 
, because in one passage it j 
said ‘‘Swaran bends at tho eee of eights’ 
but this notwithstanding, it is quite clear 
that at in the case of golf, we are indebted 
to outsiders for the first rough sketches of 
the “‘roaring game.” The technical lan- 
guage of the gamo is all of low country 
; ‘© been intro- 
duced into Scotland by the Flemish emi- 
grants who settled there about the end of

At this time and for long after,the game 
appears to have been merely a rough kind 
of quoiting on ice ; indeed for a great part 
of tho last century its common name in the 
country was kuting.

no handle, but merely a kind of hollow 
niche for the finger and thumb, and were 
evidently intended tobe thrown for at least 
part of the course. Since these days,great 
strides have been taken in the improvement 
of the gamo ; now itis highly acientific,and 
with its many delicate strokes, its “wicks,” 
calculations ef angles, of force, and of bias, 
it may without presumption be called the 
billiards of ice. In some places, however, 
the old game with its primitive implements, 
usually flattish stones from the bed of the 
nearest stream still holds its place under 
the name of “channelling.” 

Tn the bead roll of curling are no such 
mighty names as those that golf boats of ; 
this Winter game has not got mixed up 
with historic events and pergonages, as the 
older pastime has ; but what her devotees 
lack in greatness is made up by the intense 
affection shown hy them in all ages for 
their favorite sport. It appears to have 
been a great game with poets. Allan Ram- 
say and Burns allude to it, and a host of 
minor bards have sung its praises at vary- 
ing lengths, but with uniform apprecia- 
tion of its excellences. One of the most 
excellent passages in Christopher North’s 
“Winter Rhapsody” deplores the failing 
Fopularity of the gamé in his latter da; 
for like many other good thing, curling 
had its ups and down’ in the world. In 
some few districts where it once flourished 
for atime, the interest in the game has 
died out ; but of later years the establish- 
ment of so many clubs has given a new 
impetus to the game, which now prospers 
in its season beyoud all former experience. 
The south-western districts of Scotland 
were long the chosen home for curling, and 
the players of Lanark and Dumfriesshii 
were specially renowned for their great 
skill in the arr ; but now it has spread over 
the whole country, andthe matches 
of the Royal Caledonian Curling Olub wit- 
ness tho friendly rivalry of worthy foemen 
from Maidenkirk to John O’Groat’s, and 
excite the enthusiasm of branch clubs 
south of the Tweed.

THE FLEET IN 


Loxvox, March 6,—London was yester- 
day greatly relieved over the announce- 
ment that peace had been signed. Tho 
markets were botiyant and business better, 
and generally there were indications of a 
speedy restoration of confidence. Among 
the peace advocates the impression gener- 
ally provailed that all danger was passed, 
and that England now has no excuse for 
war, On the other hand, the war organs 
are still as belligerent as ever, and assert 
that the great danger of the situation 1s yet 
to come, © They say it is the duty of Eng- 
Jand to modify the sweeping changes which 
the treaty has made in the Orient, They 
hint that there is some mysterious under- 
standing between Russia and Turkey, 
which is a deadly blow to British interests, 
and which only war can settle. They as- 
sert that the Russians are on the point of 
occupying Constantinople ; that théy are 
concentrating on the Bosphorus, and that 
the relations between England and Russia 
are now more strained than ever. In fact, 
as the prospect of war seems to recede, the 
war party grows more billigerent and clam- 
orous for hostilities. It is a common re-

Total is enofgncennn eas dean 567,060 
Of these the regular army, militia and 
army reserve are practically available for 
foreign service, the militia, although en- 
rolled for home service, being liable to 
) reit olars in time of 
war, This gives a force of 304,220 soldiers, 
from which must be deducted -absentecs 
and sick, say 20,000 men, These gaps, 
however, the authorities estimate they 
would be able to fill up rapidly by recruit- 
ing. 
In mobilizing this force, the plan is to 
call out the whole of the militia, yeor 
and army reserve, and a part of the yolun- 
teer force to fill the vacancies caused by 
drafts on the militia to reinforce the 
regulars. Tt is estimated that, teserving a 
necessary per centage of regulars, reserve, 
and militia for garrison duty in Great 
Britain, Ireland, tho Mediterranean, and 
foreign stations, the country conld put in- 
to the field at once a well eqnippe 
of 160,000 men, raising it to 250,000 men 
within a month afterwards by calling out 
the whole of the yolunteers to replace the 
militia, and this without counting the re- 
cruits, Army officers claim that the coun- 
try contains a reserve of veterans to fall 
back on, eqnalled only by Germany, in the 
vast multitudes of discharged soldiers who 
have served their time and been absorbed 


to regain her prestige, and that there neyer 
can be another opportunity as good as 
the present, Unless there is some secret 
clause in the treaty, but little remains for 
the conference to pass on. England has 
no interest’except in the Dardanelles, and 
assurances are given that the present status 
has not been disturbed by the treaty, In- 
dications strongly point to a bargain be- 
tween Austria and Russia, whereby the 
latter will seize’ Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
This affects nobody outside the parties di- 
rectly interested, and it is thought would 
not be brought before the conference, 


‘The question of Bessarabia concerns only 
Roumania and Russia, and does not belo 
to Europe's grievances. Montenegro woul 
cut no figure, and there would only remain 
the Greck ‘problem, which, however diffi- 
cult, will not be likely to draw England 
into war for its solution. If the Treaty of 
Paris with regard to the straits has been 
observed in the terms of peace, England 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
questions which may come before the con- 
ference. 


A RUSSIAN DEMAND ON ENGLAND — 


A telegram from St. Petersburg says now 
that peace has been declared the British 
ficet must be withdrawn from Turkish wa- 
ters. Every day that it remains will be 
looked on as a menace and intentional in- 
sult to Russia. 

War preparations continue without in- 
terruption. Vast numbers of artillery and 
cavalry horses arrive at Woolwich for ship- 
ment. The plates for the forts defending 
the Thames and Medway are being hurried 
forward. At the forts defending the Chat- 
ham dock-yard heavy guns have been 
moutited. Demands for three months’ pro- 
visions for a large force of men have just 
been made on the flonr mills and bakeries 
by the Royal Victualling Department. 
Vessels for the coast defence are being pre- 
pared for the commission. Half a dozen 
turret-ships at Davenport have been order- 
ed to be ready for service by the last of the

THE PASSAGE OF THE DARDANELLES, 

Paris, Feb. 15.—I have received the fol- 
lowing letter, dated Wednesday, from a 
friend of mine,high in official confidence at 
Constantinople, relative to the arrival there 
of the British fleet, and you may rely on 
the exactness of his information : 

Up to a very late hour on Paesday,thero 
was great reason to fear that the Turks 
would fire on the fleet if it persisted in 
passing in spite of protest, which Admiral 
Hornby Wad abetved orders to do. These 
orders were not known to the’ Ambassador 
until Tuesday afternoon: He immediately 
informed the Porte, and was assured that 
the fleet would be fired upon. The Turks 
‘were obviously ina yery difficult position, 
not only irritated against and distrustful of 
England, but also feeling themselves at the 

of Russia. There was a strong philo- 
Rassian party, too, in the Cabinet, its chief 
representative being the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs. Besides, they had the strong- 
est reason to believe that the entry of the 
British fleet would be the signal for the 
Russians to occupy Constantinople, The 
Ozar had telegraphed to the Sultan to ro- 
quest him not to let the English ironclads 
enter, and informing him that if they did 
the Russians would march a division into 
Constantinople, The two Russian officers 
who came here last week made no secret 
that this was the view of the Grand Duke. 
The Porte thus found itself in a most em- 
barrassing position. The attitude of the 
English Ambassador is represented as fully 
equal to the emergency—at once firm and 
conciliatory. He was obliged, however, to 
assure the Porte that the fleet would not 
come exclusively for. the protection of 
British interests, but also for thoso of 
Turkey ; and this assurance had been 
already given to Musurus Pasha by Lord 
Derby and telegraphed to the Porte. Nearly 
the rest of Tuesday, almost till midnight, 
was ed in the most anxious pownparlers, 
and at last the Porte was induced to with- 
drpw its threat to fire upon the fleet,and 
to permit it to pass under a strong protest. 
‘As the Porte knew from the Ambassador 
that Admiral Hornby was sure to force his 
way, if necessary, in obedience to orders, 
it could scarcely help yielding, though, on 


remonstrances,in order to appease, so far as 
possible,the Ruasians,of whom it n i 
stood in great dread. Eyen after the decis- 
ion had beon come to to let the fleet pass un- 
der protest,the Sultan,in the middle of the 
night, sent another mossago to the Ambas- 
sador, begging him to give orders for stop- 
ing the ships, but ho was told it. was too 
Tite ‘as they were expected to arrive on the 
evening ef the same or the following day. 
Tho floet was not, however, going to Con- 
stantinople, but to Princess’ Islands, more 
than an hour's distance by steam. The 
philo-English party among the Turks was 
headed by Said Pasha, Minister of Marine, 
but for whom tho fleet might have beom 
fired upon,and tho English nation‘are under 
a great debt to him, Admiral Hornby 4g 
belioved to have received orders not to use 
more yiolence than was absolutely noces- 
sary to force the passago and pretect him- 
solf ; but the more interchange of shots 
would have created war between England 
and Turkey allied with Russia.

ed avd aggrieved too,if “teacher” is not there, 
It is not so bad if somebody takes her place, 
but when nobody comes, and they sit through 
the session without any one to whom the 
may recite their lessons, they feel sorrowful, 
and go home dissatisfied with their dear Sun- 
day-school. 

‘There isa great deal said about taking care 
of and, looking after absent scholars. Kut I 
plead that the absent teachers be equally the 
object of care, In the first place they need 
awakening to a sense of their responsibility, 
They have undertaken a care of souls; to their 
Master they must answer for the manner in 
which they perform their'duties. They are 
not sufficiently impressed either with a sense 
of the value of time, The period in which 
their classes will be with them, ardent, recep- 
tive, earnest and anxious to be taught, is fast 
passing by. The world will soon allure with 
its poisons and snares, and now is the time for 
them to lead their Joving classes to Him who 
gives the living bread and the living water. 

The teachers do not hear the grieved, or the 
indignant, or the half-despairing comments 
which their boys and yirls make, when they 
miss them week after week from their places. 
If they did they would be touched. ' It would 
be well, too, if the superintendent or a speci- 
ally appointed committes would. send a postal 
card, invariably when a teacher, providing no 
substitute, faila to appear in a session of the 
school. The teachora in their weekly meeting 
might do much to stimulate zeal and cultivate 
esprit du corps among themselves, s0 that no« 
‘body would like to be absent if it could possi- 
bly be helped. One thing is certain ; no school 
can majutain a really high standard, or do a 
great deal of good, unless the majority of its 
teachers aro thoroughly committed to the

secrecy on the Ministers, the true state of 
the case could not be authoritatively ascer- 
tained. In the debate which took placo on 
Thursday, however, tho truth was made 
apparent, namely, that the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor had exercised his power to its fullest 
extent, and dismissed his Ministers. The 
most eminent of writers on constitutional 
questions concur in admitting that such 
power may be exercised by the Crown in 
“ cortain cases, and a few quotations on this 
point may be mado with advantage, and 
their applicability or inapplicability to the 
caso under consideration noted. Lord 
Brougham held that only under tho follow- 


exercise of the perogative, which most cer- 
tainly there had not. ‘Chis being the case, 
a reason must have existed for the course 
taken Mr. de St, Just, and this is but too 
apparent in the fact that his action is cal- 
culated to assist the Dominion Government 
in the forthcoming general election by plac- 
ing the patronage of tho Province of Que- 
bec in the hands of the supporters of Mr, 
Mackenzie. Whother this bo the true rea- 
son of the action of the Lieutenant Govor- 
nor of Quebec or not, certain it is that in 
taking the course which he has done, he 
has aroused a strong feeling of indigestion 
not only in the Province of Quebec, but in 
all the other Provinces as well. Popular 
rights have been inyaded by an indirect 
representative of the sovereign, who has 
taken action which his royal mistress would 
not have taken at the fountain head of 
Parliamentary Government, and thereby 
he has covered his name with infamy. We

Mr, Mathieu, seconded by Mr,Champagno, 
moved that the Speaker issue his writs for 
new elections in the constituencies rendered 
vacant by the new Ministers’ acceptance of 
office, 

Hon. Mr. Angers moved in amendment the 
addition of the following to the motion :— 
‘That in giving orders for the issue of the 
writs the Houso deems it its duty to express 
its opinion that the members whose appoint- 
ments created the vacancies, have not the 
confidence of the House or of the country.” 
Mr, Mathieu accepted the amendment to 
his motion, and it was carried on a division of

thing as chance ’’in the life of a plant. “In 
this cold, bleak, weather, it is moro: of “an 
art to keep plants in a living state than to 
make them flourish, and is more the aim 
of the plant cultivator to shield them from 
tho bad atmosphere of a living room than 
from the frost that comes from tle outside, 
In most living rooms plants are subject to 
two or three ungenial things, such as dry, 
heat from stoves or furnaces, and dust, or 
the pots in which they grow are left’ ex- 
posed to hot sunshine, ‘These are unnatu- 
ral circumstances, aud should be ayoided 
all that is possible, Wherever plants are 
in the range of any dry heat, neat screens, 
made of pieces of very open or not closely 


the heat and them, and this damped with 
® sinall syri three times day 
will Iinye a good effect upon honse 
plonts; and when a room ‘has been 
swept the leaves should be dusted, or 
rather the dost taken from them, with a 
feather duster, if it is convenient to clean 
them with water and a syringe, The leaves 
of a plant are its lungs, and it is indispens- 
iblothat they should be ‘kept clean by {the 
rains, dews and winds, and nature’s’ laws 
must be kept in plant culture, or closely 
imitated, When plants are grown in win- 
dows where hot sunshine is likely to strike 
on the pots, a’screen or paper, or a neat 
board shonld be placed so as to shade the 
pots ; the hot sun when it strikes’ a pot 
burns the tender spongioles or rootlets on 
the sunny side of the pot, thereby. causing 
unequal root action ; thousands of window 
plants perish through this every year. In 
a state of nature the sun never shines on 
the sides of the roots which are buried in 
the soil, but always on the top, and itis 
then, ina majority of cases, prevented from 
doing harm by the shade of other plants 
or leaves. 


a 


The number of choice plants that can 
easily bo grown in living rooms is very 
great, if thaabove simple things are fol- 
lowedout. The old familiar plants called 
begonias are always favorites, and if treat- 


grow them ; one class of them is grown for 
its ‘beautiful, larze leaves, which have 
somewhat the sliapo of an elophant’s cars, 
hence they are commonly called elephant’s 
ears; many of themare so beautifully mark- 
ed with a metallic-like variegation, that 
they look like things made ot some metal 
rather than -vegetable substances ; these 
are grown for the beauty of the leaves, 
rather than their flowers ; the other divi- 
sions of begonias are grown for the abund- 
ance of flowers which they produce, which 
are often of the most delicate ‘tints, from 
white to crimson. To grow begonias well 
it is indispensible that they be kept in 
a warm, moist place, free from drying winds 
or cold air, and have all the moisture that 
is practicable ; they abhor. stagnant moist- 
ure at tho roots, and if the soil remains 
wet’ t0o long at a time they should be turn- 
ed out of tlicir pots for a short time and 
laid:on their side so that the soil may dry 
in the air, ‘then more draining material 
should, be .put in the pot before they are 
repotted. A good way to, pot begonias is 
to fillin the pot with broken pieces of pot 
or other material that will allow free drain- 
age, on this puta thin layer of moss, 50 
that moss and draining material will fill 
the pot about one-third of its depth, then 
put in the plant and soil. 


The China” primrosé is an old favorite 
winter blooming plant and requires much 
the same treatment as the begonia, but 
will grow in many degrees less heat. “The 
former require from sixty to seventy-five 
degrées}while the latter will flourish in 
from fifty to sixty; it also dislikes stagnant 
moisture, a9 should haye good drainage, 
and tho leaves are rough with. short hairs 
upon them, so are not. easily cleaned save 
by water. This moniber of the primrose 
family is best’ kept with its crown a little 
raised from the soil, The crown is: that 
part of the plant where the leaf stems join 
the root, and it will rot off at this part if 
the #oil 4 kept wet and cold too Tong at a 
time, Good gardeners always prefer to pot 
such|plants rather looso,but keep the plant 
from, falling over, on its side by placing 
threo little sticks around it, ‘ 

Tho cyclemen persicum, with its varietios 
isa lovely low-growing thing for winter 
flowers, and will flourish well in a window 
in the saino heat asthe primula ; the leaves 
of tke cyclomon are. beautifully : 
and are ornaments without tho flowers, 
and ‘ure casily kept clean. being large and 
smooth; gf caro should bo exercised in 
watering thom, for they don’t like stag- 
nant moisture, and if allowed to stand too 
long in such, tho tuber ia likely to rot.

THE QUEBEO COUP D'ETAT. 


Tho truth has at length been fully re- 
yealed in this matter, tho seal of silence 
imposed upon tho late Ministers by the 
Lieutenant-Governor haying been romoved 
by the swearing into office of those geutle- 
men who haye been chosen by M. Letellier 
de St, Just to succeed his former sdvisers. 
As was stated in a former article, the de 
Boucherville Government was dismissed, 

and that without any reason which will for 
& moment bear instigation. In his ox- 
planations Mr, Angors, ex-Attorney Gene- 
ral, submitted the correspondence between 
the late Premier and the Licutenant-Gov- 
ernor, from which documents it appears 
that Mr. Letollicr’s first step in what it 
now seems certain was a preconcerted plan 
for bringing about a change of Ministry— 
concerted, it is allegod, after conference 
in Montreal with Senator Brown—was 
the allegation, mado in his letter to the 
Premier on Fob, 25th, that the Railway 
Act and a measure to impose new taxes in 
the shapeof a stamp duty had been 
proposed to tho legislature without having 
been previously submitted to him. On 
February 27th, tho day aftor the lotter was 
received, M. de Boucherville delivered his 
answer in person, explaining his action as 
to the Railway Act fully, and reminding 
his Honor in regard to tho Stamp Act,that 
ho had been given by him (the Licut.- 
Governor) a general authorization’ to lay 
money questions before the House, and 
that ho must have been aware 
of the nature of the measures to which he 
objected,ashe had no doubt read the Treas- 


* urer’s speech (made on the 31st of Janu- 


ary, twenty-six days previously) in which 
he announced the taxes which were after- 
terwards proposed. In after-convorsation 
atthe same interview, M. Letellier ad- 
mitted that if there had been any misun- 
derstanding it had beenin good faith. Yet 
onthe day following, the Ministers had 
been dismissed, the sole reason assigned 
being that their advice on the Quebec, 
Montreal and Occidental Railway Act was 
not acceptable! Was there ever before 
such an indignity cast upon constitutional 
Government in Canada as has been done by 
this Licutenant-Governor, who has appar- 
ently forgotten all except that he isa par- 
tizan, and that his friends, who aroin a 
sore strait, need his aid to attain a certain 
ehd? He hassown the wind, howeyer,and 
will shortly reap the whirlwind. 

How humiliating is the position of the 
Grit press on this subject. The writers 
who fierovly denounced Sir Edmund Head 
for returning to his counsels the Ministry 
which had been out of office for a few 
days after being defeated on a catch vote, 
are dumb now inthe presence of a gross 
outrage, the effect of which they hope will 
be favorable to their own party.

Deathyof Col. Richard L. Denison. 


regret of the death of Col. Richard Lippincott 
Denison, which occurred at four o'clock on 
Sunday afternoon, 10th inst., at his residence, 
Dover Court. Deceased was born near To- 
ronto on the 13th June, 1814. He was the 
eldest son of the late Col. Geo. T. Denison, of 
Rellovue, In 1861 he unsuccessfully contested 
York in the Conservative interest against 
Hon. W, P. Howland. He was always a pro- 
nounced party man, and was on@ of the com- 
mittee of the U. E. Club. When the York 
Pioneers’ Society waa founded, Col. Denison 
was elocted First 'Vice-President, and two 
years later ho was chosen President of the 
United Canadian Association. He was 
President of the York Pioneers at the time 
of his death; During the rebellion of 
1837-8 Col, Denison commanded the Queen's 
Light Dragoons, now the Governor-General’s 
Body Guard, 19 1848 he Joft thoactive force 
and wpb gazetted Majorin the 4th Batt. of 
Sedentary Militia, and in 1851 Lieut.-Col. of 
that corps. In 1876 he was cleeted to the 
City Council for’8t. Stephen's Ward, and re- 
presented Toronto at the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion, | In\Janbary last ho way again returned 
to the Council for St. Stephen's.

A SQUARE ISSULH. 


In the discharge of their duty as repre- 
sentatives of that portion of the people who 
are opposed to the policy of the Govern- 
tuent, the Opposition at Ottawa, through 
the mouth of their leader, have placed be- 
fore Parliament a resolution embodying 
their views and those of their constituents 
on the great question dividing parties in 
Canada, namely the question of the tariff. 
The resolution to which reference is here 
made will be found embodied in the speech 
which Sir John A. Macdonald introduced it 
to the House, a portion of which is given 
in other columns of this day’s issue, Al- 
though the Right Honorable gentleman 
does not profess to be a skilled financier, 
yet his speech was one of tho ablest efforts 
on this already well ventilated subject ever 
made in the legislative halls of Canada. In 
every respect it is clear, convincing and 
atatesmanlike, evidencing a thorough ac- 
quaintance with the question in its every 
detail, a breadth of view and a regard for 
the interests of the country which must 
command the approbation of all who be- 
lieve in practical rather than theoretical 
politics, and who can comprehend what 
the country has gone through and what it 
is even now suffering from the mistaken 
policy of the men who are pursuing the 
shadow of free trade and fatuously noglect- 
ing the substance of protection to a degree 
suited to the requirements of the country. 
Doubtless the views of the Opposition 
will not prevail in Parliament,—the ‘‘ me- 
chanica] majority” being ready at all times 
to vote down anything which is opposed to 
the wishes of the Government of the day. 
But the proposal of the Conservative party 
will goto the country as a declaration of 
what that party is prepared to do if return- 
ed to power at the nearly approaching gen- 
eral election, and we believe it will receive 
the support of the great majority of the 
electors, whe are tired of and disgusted 
with a Ministry which declares itself as in- 
capable of doing anything to relieve the 
dopreasion in trado as is a fly on a wheel to 
cause the wheel to revolve, 


The issue has been squarely joined, and 
tho resolution referred to renders it still

The Merchants Bank. 


Tho Montreal Gazette, in its financial 

article thus refers to the reduction of the 
Capital of the Merchants Bank to 66} per 
cont. of that originally paid up, instead of 
to 75 per cont :—'* When the bill for tho 
reduction of the capital came before the 
Committee, it was referred to a sub-com- 
mittee which, after deliberation, resolved 
to recommend that the stock should be re- 
duced to $663 per share. This suggestion 
ofthe sub-committee will probably be adopt- 
ed. So faras the sharcholders of the Bank 
‘are concerned, the reduction affects them 
ina very small degree, The amount of 
dividend which thoy will receive upon the 
stock will be no smaller than if the reduc- 
tion was mado as originally proposed, while 
on the other hand, there will remain to the 
Bank a large margin to be carried to “rest,” 
account. Froma banking point of view 
there is nothing to complain ef in the reduc- 
tion; it leaves a large surplus for tho ‘‘rest,’ 
and will enable a higher rate of dividend to 
be maintained, As regardsthoshareholders, 
the ultimate results will be the same, no 
matter what the par value of the shares 
may be reduced to. The Bank is now in 
possession of a good business connection, 
and there is no doubt of dividends being 
shortly resumed, so that shareholders wil] 
reap the benefit of the presont reduction in 
the higher quotations of tho stock after the 
Act has become law.” 

The Montreal Witness in its financial 
article on the same question says: 
“Those who aro interested in this 
stock will be pleased to learn that we 
have good authority for the statement that 
the new business of the Bank has been 
quite satisfactory, and thero have been no 
losses of importance but what were known 
and allowed for before the last statements 
were published. The reduction of the 
stock by one-third will thus leave the Bank 
with a clear surplus of from half a million 
to one million dollars, according as accounts 
which are now considered doubtful may

Tho March sittings of tho County Council |

WARDEN'S ADDRESS, 

Tho Warden addressed the Council as fol- 
| lows t | 
| He eaid it afforded him Se, acer ey to 
| meet so many mombers of the Council present 
at this the second session of the year, This 
circumstance showed that the members wore 
ready to perform the duties of their office. 
Since the last meeting of the Council nothing 
deserving of special attention had occurred to | 
briag before the members—unless it was the 
bad condition of the roads throughout the 
County. He had signed a requisition on the 
| Treasurer for the County Surveyor for $1,- 
574.15 ; also an order on the same official for 
$5,142.09 ; and he countersigned an order 
for S21, incurred by a job in Hungerford 
which was ordered last year; he had also 
given an order to Mr, McGurn on the Treas- 
urer for $50 for land used as a road, a com- 
mittee appointed to inquire into this case hay- 
ing ordered it. He had not yet succeeded in 
making a settlement with the Grand Junction 
Railway Co., although negotiations to attain 
that end were now in progress, He knew 
nothing to prevent a consummation of the de- 
sired object in time, butat this time there 
was adiiticulty between the company and Mr, 
G. E. Henderson io regard to certain costs. 
The quescion may, however, be settled be- 
fore the closing ot the sittings of the Council. 
He had asked the Solicitor for his opinion 
upon the account for the advertising of the 
salo of wild lands, and that gentleman had 
told him subsequently that he had looked into 
the matter and would give a written opinion 
on the same for this mecting, but he was out 
of town just now, and had therefore not pre- 
sented it, He had expected to have been 
able to lay before the members the accounts 
of 1877,but they bad not yet been completed. 
The Auditors had, however, examined the 
books up to the time of the death of the late 
Treasurer and a report on that will be pro- 
sented. He had not asked the appointment 
of a short-hand reporter, as no action 
been taken by the authorities of Belleville, 
although Mr. Holden had promised to look 
after the matter. He believed that the city 
should pay one-half of the cost, and he (the 
Warden) would not ask for the appointment, 
as the County, if he did, would have to pa 
the whole expense, Before the Mouncil ad- 
journed a By-law to raise $20,000 to pay off 
the Grand Junction claims and the various 
draws on the Sinking Fund would be intro- 
duced, The reports of the Gravel Roads and 
Finance Committees and that of the County 
Suryeyor would be laid before them,as well as 
other subjects. In conclusion, he hoped the 
session would bo profitable to the County,and 
pleasant for all the members who were pre- 
sent,

The tariff should 
be so regulated as to foster all the interests 
of the country, without unduly prossing upon 
any particular one. ‘The end they desired to 
accomplish, he believed, would be secured by 
the adoption of the ameudment of the right 
honorable member for Kingston, but the 
Ministerial party cold not be expected to 
vote for it, if they felt like the momber for 
South Oxford that the country. in highly 
prosperous.§ It was said the Opposition want- 
ed to rob the country, This was nonsonse, 
‘Tho reveriue bad to be raised any way, and it 
was the party who raised it in sucli a way as 
to assist home industries which did not rob 
the country. He criticised the inconsistency 
of the member fo- North Norfolk on the 
question, quoting from his speech of 1876 as 
reported in //ansard. What reliance could 
be placed in a man who, for two short years, 
could make history tell two such tales? In 
his (Mr, Charlton's) speech in 1876 he declar- 
ed that an increased tariff was the only thing 
which would bring the United States to 
terms, Ho (Mr. Palmer) was certain they 
could not obtain a reciprocity treaty from the 
United States by favor. Onr markets should 
be opened to them only for a ‘fair quid pro 
quo, He attacked tho Government for their 
general policy, and bighly eulogized the char- 
acter of the leaders of the Opposition. 

Mr, Arriuny spoke briefly in defence of the 
Government's fiscal policy, 


Mr, Farnow said the hon. gentleman who 
had just spoken had said the depression was 
ten times greater in the United States than in 
Canada. Where was the proof of this? The 
failures in Canada were proportionately great- 
er than in the United States, Tho hon. gen- 
tleman had said, too, that commerce should 
be like christianity—no respecter of persons, 
and know no bounds, Now he (Mr. Farrow) 
had been a reader of his bitde in vain, if he 
did not learn from it this lesson, that he who 
cared not first for his own houschold was worse 
than an infidel. He would recommend his 
Ministerial friends to think of this during the 
dinner hour. The member for Contre Toronto 
had argued that we had protection of 30 per 
cent. against the British manufacturers. He 
disputed this, for while money could be bor- 
rowed in I‘ngland for 2 and 3 per cent, we had 
to pay here 7, 8, and oven JO per cent. for its 
With regard’ to the policy of Protection, it 
would not be forgotten in the West that the 
Minister for War bas declared in his recent 
election that what the people of the Maritime 
Provinces wanted was Protection against On- 
tario and Quebec, He was willing to trade 
with the Yenkees, but wanted no com:nercial 
intercourso with the larger Provinces ot the 
Dominion. Ho went into a comparison of the 
expenditures of the old Government with those 
of the present Government, and by practical 
illustration defended a Protectionist policy. 

Mr, Girton denounced the construction 
of the International Railway, advocated Free 
Trade, and declared that the richest mon in 
the country, the men who/are rolling in lux- 
ury and wealth, are the manufacturers It 
was mean and contemptible of them to come 
here and present their beggars’ petitions to 
Parliament. He told several comie stories, 
much to the amusement of the occupants of 
the Ministerial benches, 

Mr, Coxpy said the people at large would 
rejoice that the groat parties of this country 
had at length found a great issue in which to 
present their respective claims, It was not a 
contest between ignorancn aud kuowledge, 
between a generous spirit and selfishness, but 
a question which had exercised tho best minds 
of civilize countries for many years. The 
amendment'before the House was a clear, 
emphatic declaration of an intelligent policy, 
not put forward for ad caplandum purposes, 
and not to catch votes, as had been alleged 
by some speakers, A Customs tariff might 
destroy or build up industries, The Gov- 
ernment should not be a. mere collecting 
and disbursing machine. We should aim 
at the maxium of production, of which 
the country is capable. He referred 
to! Mr. Charlton's speech in 1876 stat- 
ing seriatim. the several principles which 
it contained allowed to be of an extremely 
Protectionist character.

John Taylor, above referred to, died of 
Crrr#osts, commonly called Yellow Liver or 
Chronic Hepatitis, This discase is often caus- 
od by sedentary habits. Both sexesin covery 
walk of life and in all climates may have it,) 
but it is more common in tropical than in 
tomperate climates, 

Ihave been Mr. Taylor's family physician 
for the last 9 or 10 ycars,and only on two or 
three occasions during this time, and then 
only temporarily, was he troubled with affec- 
tion of the respiratory organs, 

For the last two or three years Mr, Taylor 
suffered from the disease of which he died, 
and from the commencement of his fatal ill- 
ness, very little hopes wore entertained of his 
Dr. Farley, who was in attend- 
ance with me during the last few days of his 
illness, fully agrees with me as to the cause 
of Mr. Taylor's death,

Snow fell to the 
depth ef three inches in New York and 
Massachusetts, and ten inches in Maine. 
July was accompaniod with frost and ice. 
On the bth ico was formed, of the thick- 
ness of window-glass in New York, 
Now England, and parts of Pennsylvania, 
and corn was nearly all destroyed in certain 
nections. In August ice formed half an 
inch thick. Corn was 80 frozen that a 
groat deal was cut down and dried for fod- 
der.’ "Very little ripened in the Now Eng- 
land and Middle States. Farmers were 
obliged to pay four and five dollars a bush- 
el for corn of 1816 for seed for the next 
spring’s planting. ‘Tho first two weeks of 
Septembor wore mild ; the balance of the 
month was cold, with frost, and ice formed 
a quarter of an inch thick. October was 
more than usually cold, with frost and ico. 
November was cold and blustering, with 
snow cnough for good sleighing. December 
was quite mild and comfortable.

Mr, A. Diamond thought they ought to 
buy tho books, of which he highly approved, 
wholesale from the publishers, and have them 
distributed by some ono stationer, allowing 
him # small commission for distributing them, 
There would be from 12,000 to 24,000 coyy 
books required annually, and he thought ‘a 
considerable reduction might be had on the 
price of 10cta each. 

Mr. Johnson did not approve of the mer- 
chants, who pay their taxes, boing deprived 
of their legitimate profits. Competition is do 
keen as to cut down profits to a very small 
figure, and he did not think the Board should 
become wholesale stationoers, Tho reason 
why the Committee recommended these copy 
hooks is that they are in exact accordance 
with the system pursued by the writing mas- 
tor, and would assist in obtaining a desired 
uniformity.

PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE, 


Torspay, March 12th, 
BANKING AND COMMERCE. 


The Banking and Commerce committee met 
this morning, 

Mr. lten, the chairman, reported from the 
sub-committee to Which was referred the bill 
authorising the reduction of the stock of the 
Merchants’ Bank. He said the committee had 
given seriou® and prolonged attention to the 
provisions of the bill, in the interests of the 
shareholders and the public, The first point in 
tho bill had reference to the reduction of the 
capital, and the attention of the committee was 
devoted to the sufficiency of the proposed re- 
duction to enable the Bank to carry on its 
operations with désirable vigor, to pay the ordi- 
nary dividends and generally to secure the full 
ednfidence of the public. ‘The reduction pro- 
posed was twenty-five cents on the dollar. This 
reduction was agreed upon Jast year, and it was 
based upon tho possession of the assets of the 
bank at that time. The yeor through which 
they had just passed had developed new mia- 
forties, not for this Bank only, but all who 
were engaged in trade. Estates which were last 
yéar considéred good were now bad or doubtful. 

Inder these circumstances, it waa considered 
doubtful whether the proposed reduction was 
sufficient to enable the tank to pay dividends, 
and to pnt it in possession of such a reserve as 
would bean ample guarantes to the public for 
the vigorous conduct of the institution, The 
amittee had given a great deal of time 
at care to the consideration of this point. 
miggestion of the manager and directors, 
it had been determined to make the reduction to 
six and two-thirds cents, instead of 
seventy-five. He had no doubt that this reduc- 
tion would be ample to enable the Bank to boy 
dividend on the first of July next,and to 
ace it in porsessiowof such a reserve ax to enable 
it to meet all liabilities and cover old losses, ‘The 
new management had really made no losses, The 

ifficulties had, arisen from old transactions, 

vhich had culminated during the recent depres 
sion, which had been so. severely felt in all 
business, and the end of which he (Mr. Holton) 
fearedwe had not yet quite reached. i 
made this important change, ® prov’ 
added requiring it to be submitted to a 
meeting of the shareholders, specially called for 
that purpose, beforeiit cotld'go into effect. ‘The 
committee might have been disposed to 
acquiesce in the reduction to 75 cents, had they 
not felt that it, was more important that the 
Bank should be placed in a position to pay the 
year’s dividend on the Ist of July next, rather 
than that a highermominal value should be re- 
tained for the shares. ‘Chey believed that, under 
the arrangement that had been made, a full 
dividend for the year would be paid. 

In reply to Mr. Haggart, Mr. Holton stated 
that the suggestion for the reduction to sixty- 
six and two-thirds had been made at the sugges- 
tion of the manager and directors. He was 
quite satisfied that the Bank had an unimpaired 
capital of-six millions of dollars, with liabilities 
not excess ve, in view of the assets, and the pre- 
cist figure named had been fixed upon in prefe: 
ence to a somewhat higher valuation which 
might have been made, partly because it was 
more convenient for the division of the shares,and 
partly because it would leave such a margin for 
contingencies as would command the entire 
confidence of the public, and would place the 
Bank “beyond the possibility of embarrassment 
hy the occurrence of any contingency that could 
le contemplated. 

Mr. Blain sugyested that the liability of the 
shareholders toward the public did not appear 
to be covered by the terms of the bill. 

Mr. Abbott pointed out that the General 
Banking Act, which is virtually the charter of 
the Bank, would apply to the stockholders after 
the reduction of tho capital, and also quoted 
figures to. show that the ies of the Bank 
towards the publie had actually diminished dur- 
ing the depression to an arnount nearly corres- 
pondinig ta the proposed reduction of the stock. 
fie also pointed out the difficulty which might 
be caused by the insertion of is special clause 
on the subject, and urged that it was unneces- 


sary. 

‘Wie chairman éXpressed similar views. 

Mr. Blake éonsidered that there would be no 
difficulty caused by. inserting a clause declaring 
that the: Actyshould not affect the present. re- 
spomibility of shareholders for the present 
liabilities of the Bank. 

After further discussion. Mr, 


Abbott stated 


that he did not consider such « clause as that in- 
se for a similar pape in the Jncqnes 
Cartier Bank bill, which was nearly in the same 
terms used by Mr. Blake, would be very strong: 
ly ted to. 


Clouse 13 of the Jaques Cartier Bank bill was 
thon added as a proviso to the first clause, to the 
effect that the bill should not be construed as 
affecting the present liability of shareholders to 
the present creditors of the Bank. 

‘The bill was then passed as reported by the 
special committee, but with the above additions,

a movoment does not seem calculated to dis+ 
pel apprehensions that though there may bo 
no secret treaty, a tacit understanding has 
beon established with Turkey, which may in- 
volve arrangements most material to the dedi- 
sion of the other powers, It would be diffi- 
cult for Russia to adopt a course less likely to 
conciliate the good will of Europe or this 
country. 

Our correspondent at St. Petersburg reports 
that persons of considerable influencé say 
Congress is. not likely to be successful if it 
assembles, England and Austria are accused 
of jealousy towards Russia, and being desirous 
of diminishing the consequence of the war. 
It is stated that Russia's conditions, as already 
signed, aro the minimum of what she has the 
right and determination to demand. If Eng- 
land demands the extension of Greece, Tur- 
key will then recognize Russia as her surest 
ally.

THIRD DAY—MORNING SESSION. 
Turspay, March 14, 


The Council met at 10 o'clock, 


The minutes of the last mooting wore read 


and approved.

A communication from the Master in Chan- 


| cery was reail, stating that ho had employed 


another caretaker for his office, and’ submit. 
ting an account for cleaning his office, 

Mr, Flint said the carotaker employed by 
the County was not allowed to go in the 
Master's office for some reason. Tho County 
paid a caretaker to look alter the offices, and 
if Mr, Lazicr wanted another man ho should 
pay him. The time had now arrivéd when 
we should assert our rights, and it was too 
much for the Master to forbid the caretaker to 
enter his office, and having engaged another 
send in his account, In his opinion this ac- 
count should not be entertained. 

Mr. White said the sooner wo let Judges, 
Junior Judges, or Mastera in Chancery, know 
their places the better. If such questions as 
this are to come up the Warden and some 
other persons should look into it, 

The Warden said the Council had no difli- 
culty with the Judges but with Master in 
Chancery, 

Mr, Peck said the room occupied by the 
Master was County property, and he had no 
right to discharge the caretaker, Had hea 
complaint egainst the caretakerhe should have 
spoken to the Warden, 

Mr. Flint moved that the communication 
and account of Mr. S. S, Lazier, for expenses 
of a caretaker, be not entertained, 

The motion was put and carried, 

The Public Accounts Committee reported 
that in their opinion the Pettis plan of bridges 
was not an improvement to those built by the 
County Surveyor ; they recommended that 
where new bridges are to be built that iron 
bridges be constructed. 

The report was adopted, 

Mr. Peck introduced a By-law to repeal By- 
law 280 and amend By-law 127, This is to 
regulate auctioneer’s licenses.—Referred to 
the Committee on By-laws. 

Mr. Gunter introduced a By-law to assume 
asa County road that from Millbridge to 
Murphy's Corners. In support of his motion 
Mr. Gunter said the road was formerly a col- 
pended a grant on it last year, buvtoey 
would not aid it any more, as it was consider- 
ed the township should support it.) ‘The road 
was about 13 miles long. In connection with 
this, 

Mr, White expressed his disapproval of the 
system of giving certain sums to the various 
townships to be expended on roads. The 
back country was getting too much and was 
not paying enough for what they got ; this 
was the opinion of the people of the front. 
Wo should now see if some arrangements 
could not be made with the Goyernment to 
aid these roads. 

Mr. Flint moved that the Warden confer

Russia appears determined to play o 

_ winning game in eastern affairs. apace 
s openly fossing to be willing to submy 
ee eakes, as expressed in the Treaty 
of San Stefano, to the Congress of repre- 
~ sentatives of tho powers, for consideration 
in all their details, yet she is quietly pro~ 


g to scize upon the Turkish capital 


Trike city of Gallipoli, which commands 
the entrances to the Black Sea and tho Sea 
of Marmora respectively, in caso the re- 
vision of the treaty by the Congress shall 
not be in accordance with her wishes. With 

_ this object, Russian troops have for several 
days past been engaged in occupying the 

~ numerous villages in the vicinity of Con- 
_ -wtantinople, which it is now in their power to 


.  geizo at any moment, thus barring the en- 


trance tothe Black Sea. At the same 
time her forces, well supplied with artil- 
_lery, aro entrenching themselves in a posi- 
tion favorable for the seizure of Gallipoli, 
the key of the Dardanelles. Thus it is ap- 
parent that Russia means only to go into 
the Congress as a matter of form, being 

' prepared to stand in' the most advantageous 
position possible for maintoining her con- 

~ quests, provided the decision of the Con- 
gress besuch as she cannot accept. Such 
warlike proceedings, following on the con- 

_ clusion of a treaty of peace, are certainly 
~ ominous for thefuture, and that they are 
especially directed against Great Britain is 


_. perfectly apparent, all tho Russian move- 


_. ments being directed to the acquisition of 
points which guard the Turkish coast, with 
_ the object of opposing the operations of a 
naval character, in which, of course Great 
_ Britain's principalstrength lies,and in which 
"* she would of necessity be the principal actor, 
no matter what combination might be form- 
edagainst the Muscovites in case of a do- 
claration of hostilities. _ 
Russia is cortainly a formidable adver- 
_. sary, as from a detailed account of the dis- 
_ tribution of her forces, recently published, 
_ it appears that she has still intact in the 
interior of the country, and quite inde- 
pendently of anv-warrison troons12.lipi- 
brigades of rifles,and 2 brigades of sappers; 
or altogether, in round numbers, 150,000 
infantry, 12,000 cayalry, and 700 field 
pieces. In addition, four reserve divisions 
are in process of formation, and 120 local 
battalions are being mobilized, to occupy 
the Polish provinces of the Empire. The 
army on the Balkan peninsula comprised at 
the time when the armistice was agreed 
 upon—exclusive of the siege artillery, the 
artillery parks, the train,the administrative 
services, detachments of sailors, &.—25 
divisions of infantry, with 1,200 field guns, 
~ 3 brigades of rifles, 16 divisions of cavalry, 
~ with 200 horse artillery guns ; or, altogeth- 
er, 324 battalions, 240 squadrons, and 1,- 
400 field pieces. Assuming the actual 
~ strength of each of the above units to aver- 
age two-thirds of its prescribed war estab- 
__ lishment, the aggregate effectives of this 
» army would amount to 260,000 infantry, 
30,000 horses, and 1,400 guns. In the 
‘Caiicasus there were at the samo time two 
divisions of infantry, comprising together 
$2 battalions and the Kuban and the Terek 
Cossacks, or about 25,000. men, 10,000 
horses and 156 guns finally, in Ar- 
menia there were 8 divisions of grenadiers 
and infantry, a brigade of rifles, and two 
divisions of cavalry ; represeuting an effoct- 
ive of 75,000 infantry, 8,000 cavalry, and 
372 guns. Altogether, therefore, it is cal- 
culated that, including both the armies in 
Europe and in Asia, Russia can dispose of 
4 field force of 540,000 infantry, 78,000 
cavalry, and 2,722 guns, or if the special 
and accessory services are added a total of 
750,000 men. 
Formidable as is this array of force,how- 
“ever, Groat Britain will not hesitate to en- 
~_countor it, if her interests and her honor 
unfortunately require that it should be 
done, Never in the history of the world 
has so overwhelming a naval force been at 
the command of any power—we question 
if all the world combined has ever before 
assembled so mighty a maritime forco—as 
that which Great Britain now possesses. 
The British army, too, is now more num- 
erous and more highly trained than over 
before, though lacking in experience, which 
would soon be gained ; therefore Russia, 
vast as hor armament is, is not an over- 
match for Great Britain, Whilst the Rus- 
nian aggroasions noted above are not ob- 
served with unconcern, the British Goy- 
ormment are fully preparing the armics and 
tho floots at their disposal for tho encoun:

leaf is grown. From the transplantation of 
the crop until its ripening it iscarefully watch- 
ed by experts on behalf of the firm, and in the 
interest of the Myrtle Navy brand. Several 
times a year one or the Other of the propri¢- 
tors takes a trip to the South for the purpose 
of personal inspection anil veritication of the 
reports of the agents. The section within 
which the Myrtle Navy leaf is grown ia con}- 
paratively a limited one, but even within that 
region careful selection has to be made. Next 
to the quality of the raw leaf the matter of 
first importance is the method of its treat- 
ment after it comss tomaturity. The habits 
of every planter in this: respect within the 
section already mentioned are carefully noted, 
and only those who adopt the best methods 
are dealt with by the firm, Many .peoplo 
suppose that the manufacture of tobacco. con- 
sists in etripping the stems from the leaf and 
crushing the remainder into ploge.* The 
fact 1s that it is a very intrieate progress, and 
if a single mistake is made in any of its links 
the final result cahnot bea satisfactory one, 
The planters bring tho leaf to market in Sep- 
tember in a partially dried condition,and from 
the time it is purchased by Messrs, Tuckott 
& Billings until it is shipped from’ their fac 
tory in its comploted shape it neyor passes 
out of their superintending care.” They owb 
four large storehouses in Virginin and ‘North 
Carolina, and in these the tobacco leaf, after 
being purchased, is stored ; not packed away, 

howeyer,but hung in bunches upon racks, To 
bring out the trug. quality of the leaf great 
care and skill are required ‘at this stage, 
Against adamp wind the windows of the 
building must be carefully closed, and'to a 
dry wind as carefully opened. By about the 
beginning of Juno, if everything lins gono far 
yorably, the leaf has reachéd. that condition 
in which it may be safely packed in heaps of 
from seventy five to eighty thousand pounds 
each. If, when this part of the process is 
reached, the loaf is cithor too dry or too moist 
it is spoiled as raw material for the Myrtle 
Navy. This, however, rarely happens, be- 
cause the leaf is watched by skilled assistants 
from beginning to end of the process, A fow 
weeks aftor the leaf has buen bulked the heaps 
already described are said to bo ‘‘cured,’! and 
are ready for packing aud shipment, 

We havo before now described the care 
with which the tobacco is treated in the pra- 
cess of manufacture in the factory in Hamil- 
ton, and the description peed nut be repeated 
here.

Mrs. Hurst was also absert, 
and Rino was alone in the house with a 
young lady named Eliza Gibling,aged about 
fifteen years. He came ut of his room,and 
askéd/heF for'some pins. She went and got 
them for him, and when handing them to 
Rino he caught her by the wrists, pulled her

Fugitives in the Mosque of Saint 
Sophia. 


Thoso among your readers who have 
visited Saint Sophia, and are acquainted 
with the difficulties whith were formerly 
thrown in the way of visitors, would be 
somewhat surprised if they could visit it 
to-da: You need no firman now to obtain 
admission to the stately temple. The vast 
area of Saint Sophia, as some of your read- 
ors must know, 18 almost entirely free from 
furniture of any’kind, At ono end of the 
church there are'two large stone mihrabs 
or pulpits, and in each of these mihrabs 
two or three families were encamped. I 
could not learn why they had obtained this 
distinction over the vast crowd of refugees, 
which comprised more than 3,000 persons, 
and was encamped all over the matted floor 
of the mosquet.”

Eyen those who had no baggage where- 
with to protect themselves occupied a little 
exclusive ring on~ the matted floor, and 
tried to look as if they were in their “own 
house or tent. Inthe whole crowd there 
were not more than two hundred men, and 
most of them were lying down on rugs and 
mattresses, and wére quite stricken down 
with fever. I do not thinkthat any person 
who was suffering-from small-pox had been 
Allowed to enter=the mosque, but there 
must have been three or four hundred, 
great and small, who were suffering from 
ever. Tho air was quite sweet, and the 
mosque was clean, The children, who 
Wore at least fifteen hundred in number, 
wore also clean, and some of their mothers 
who had been able to procure washing 
utensils and water were engaged in washing 
the children’s clothés, In every corridor 
and against every wall to which nails and 
string could be attached, long rows of 
childron’s clothes were hanging up to dry. 
We spoke with many of the groups, and 
found no anger, no petulance, no impati- 
ence among them. I. never knew what 
patience and’resignation Were Until yester- 
day. Here were three thousand people 
who had lest almost everything they pos- 
sessed, and who had beon driven from 
homes to which they can neyer return; yet 
we heard from them no word of anger or 
ovon of vexation. In one corner was a 
family every male member of which had 
boen killed. In another was a group of 
children whose father and motherhad been 
carried dead out of the mosque the previous 
day. In another a woman, hersclf fast 
yielding to the coming fever, watched by 
the fever stricken forms of her husband 
and children. Never have I seen such 
misery. Neyer have I seen such patidnco. 
We stayed a long time with these poor 
creatures, and then ascended to tho lofty 
galleries which overlook the floor of the 
mosque, These galleries are so high that 
adults seem small when you look down up- 
| on them, but yesterday the children who 
| were scattered over tho floor in vast “num- 
bers looked no bigger than cats and dogs. 
| The scene was terribly impressive. When 
| last, four hundred and twenty-five years 
ago, a vast crowd of refugees was. for tho 
first time gathered together in the temple 
of the Divine Wisdom tho splendor of the 
church mocked the misery of the fugitives. 
Saint Sophia has nu such splendors to-day. 
The bare, cold and discolored walls har- 
monizo with the squalor of the crowd which 
they enclose. When the Christians took 
refuge in the church the faces of four 
| colossal angels looked down on the su ppli- 
| ants from tho lofty dome. Tho Turks faye 
long since hidden the faces of these angola 
| under a yeil of whitewash, but the wings 
are still visible, and it is easy to seo where 
the facos of the angola have beon, Lot us 
trust that if the faco of the Creator, like 
tho faces of the angels, is fora timo vailod 
| from this suffering crowd, His morcy. still 
| lives, and will ere long shine forth upon 
them.—London Standard's Constantinople

‘There was a manifest decrease in the 

quantities of spirits taken for consump- 
tion, the decrease being 489,788 gallons, or 
14} per cent. leas than the quantity taken 
in 1875-76. Tho quantity taken in 1876-77 
is less than the average of tho four preced- 
ing years by 817,980 gallons,equal to nearly 
21] por cent. This falling off is attributed 
to (1) the uncertainty of dealers and pub- 
licans as to the direction which legislation 
might take in relation to Prohibition, and 
4 cousequent determination to hold as smal 
quantities in stock as was consistent with 
immediate wants ; (2) illicit distillation ; (8) 
an actual decrease in consumption conse- 
quent on the decreased ability of many 
classes of people to purchase. Previous to 
the Ist July, 1875, the total number of 
illicit atills seized was 189, During the fiscal 
year, ended the 30th June, 1876, the num- 
bor seized was 20, During the past fiecal 
year 47 wero seized, and from the Ist July 
to the 31st Decomber last there wore 18 
soizures. Theso seizures have beon made 
with increasing frequency as the year has 
advanced, and there is reason to fear that a 
great many are in operation of which the 
exact locality has not been definitely ascer- 
tained. 

The quantity of spirits held in bond at 
the commencement of the past fiscal year 
was 236,954 proof gallons less than the 
quantity held at its close, the quantitic 
being respectively 1,276,786, and 1,513,- 
720 gallons. The last mentioned quantity 
is greater by 160,015 gallons than the aver- 
ago quantity held at the close of each of 
tho preceding four years, The quantity of

Worn-out Grass- 
lands: 


Renovating 


he presorving such an 
amount of ve ttor in the inverted 

| sod, in order to supply, as soon as may be, 
that material which isso much needed in 
| our soils, will bo apparent to all. The 
| thoory entertained and practised by many 
farmers, for ye urs past, to let the inverted 
nain Without being disturbed in the 
subsequent cultivation of the land, and to 
s soon as practicable, I believe to 

be correct, and I also belioye it is the sur 
ost and the quickest method of renovating 
our exhausted soils, When I commenced 
ploughing my grass-lands eatly in the fall, 
and seeding them down again, [ found two 
objections to the method, One was, that 
tho grass would wiuter-kill in places; the 
other that Ecoulé npt sow: clover seed, as 
IL wauted to. I also learned from this 
experiment, that where grass was sown on 
the winter-killed places, in the spring, the 
geass was as good and aa ripe when it was 
ent as where tho sced was sown in the fall. 
I then tried the method of titting my land, 
and sowing the grass sved just before ‘the 
yround froze or the snow’ cane, so that it 
would rot start till the spring 
way Tavoided the winter-killing of the 
grass. In both of these ways of sevding L 
have always obtained good crops of grass, 
For a number of years past Lhave sown 
grass seed only in the spring. On such 
land as T wish to seed down Without grain, 
Lfit my land in” the fall, if I can, as that 
saves Valuable time in the spring ; but, if 
I do not have time to perform the work in 
the fall, I fit the land as early as possible 
in the spring, then sow the seed. On all 
lands that seed down [ tinish working the 
land before the seed is sown, never covering 
the seed. 1 think whore grass seed is har- 
rowed, raked or bushed in, much of the seed 
is covered so deep that it never comes up, 
Many persons think that grass seed sown in 
the spring willnot make acropof hay thefirst 
on, and that it requires tywo seasons to do 

it. This is an error. On all the lands that I 
have sown with grassseed in the spring, 
the grass has been ripe enongh to cut in 
from ten to twelve weeka fron the time the 
seed was sown, while Tinvariably get bet- 
ter crops of grass from such methods than 
I do when I seed down with grain, If the 
grain lodges, it will kill the grass, and if 
the weather is dry, the grass is liable to 
dry up ; while in both the land will need 
rescoding, else weeds and fowl grasses will 
occupy the soil. If grass seedis sown by 
itself, in the spring, it will generally get so 
good a start that no ordinary dry or hot 
weather in the summer will injure the 
crop, When seeding land in this way. a 
suflicient quantity of seed should be sown,

ao that, if all grows, the land will be oc- 
cupied with grass, while forming a thicker 
turf to be turned under, for the enrich- 
mont of the soil, when the land is again 
plowod. On lands which I have seeded in 
this way, tho first crop of hay has averaged 
two tons per acre, while the second year I 
usually got.two crops, aggregating at least 
four tons per acre, It is well knewn that 
in our cultivated fields, as the vegetable 
matter becomes exhausted, the soil packé 
down and becomes hard ; hence th3 crops 
suffer from dry weather. In plowing 
grass-lands, ifthe turfis turned under, 
atid remains without being disturbed, it 
keéps tho soil from packing, it facilitates 
the free entrance of air, and water enters 
toa great depth, thereby benefiting the 
crops to a grater extent: Another advan- 
tage is that, when our lands need it, we 
we can work them over miore rapidly and 
more frequently. In my experience I 
have found that the same amount of labor 
and manure applied tothe land in this 
way, will produce good crops of hay, and 
that the land will not need to be plowed so 
soon again as under the old method of 
treatment ; and finally,;~the fertility and 
roductiveness of the soil is increased: —C.

Tu Ensure Barly Chickens. 


To ensure early chickéns you must have 
in the first place hens that will lay during 
thé winter, and be ready to sét before the 
snow is gone. Then there must be a place 
to set them which: will be warm and dry, 
and which is far enough from the plitce in 
which they have been kept during thd.win- 
terto be free from vermin. Hére the nests 
must be fixed with great care ; there should 
be earth enough in the bottonrof the nest 
to hold the heat of the fowl for some time 
after she goes off the nest, and also to hold 
a little moisture. Allowing the eggs to be- 
come dry from the heat of the fow) will be 
very sure to proyent their hatching, but of 
this more by and by. The nest should be 
shghtly hollowed out in the centre, but not 
too much,.as, if it is too deop, the eggs will 
roll against one another with force enough 
to break the shell when tho hen gots off the 
nest. Many an egg has been broken in this 
way, and tho “great clumsy hen” blamed 
for it, when her only fault was thatshe had 
kept the eggs apart with her feet, and when 
she wont off the nest the eggs rolled togeth- 
er. Over this nest there should be a very 
light covering of cut hay or dry leaves. 


Take Care of Poultry. 


It is nota remarkably difficult kind of 
work to take care of hens and chickens,but 
it is work which requires somo skill and 
frequent attention. There is not so much 
acall for the spending of a long time at 
once as there is for devoting short but fre- 
quent periods to its performance, A far- 
mer can put half a bushel of corn into the 
hen-house at a time, and a pail of water, 
and do nothing more for the comfort of the 
hens until the food and water have been 
consumed. But if this method were fol- 
lowed there would bo no profit in keeping 
hens. They would not thrive, and but 
very fow eggs could be obtained... Farmers 
all know that it is better to feed cattle o 
amall quantity of hay ata time sovoral 
times a day than it is to fill thoir mangers 
| at once with onough to last thom all day, 

The same principle applies with still groator 
force to the feoding of hens, ‘Theao little 
animals aro very particular about thoir food.

To a visitor it is a marvel that an intelli- 
gent and energetic people should allow Chi- 
natown to existin thoirmidst. It is afoul 
blot on a fair city. It isan unmitigated 
nuisances, look at itn any way. None of 
the reasona yen. justify its continua ». | 
Tho treaty, possession, ownersl personal 
rights under the law, do not mend the mat- 
ter, The younger Chinese—those who go | 
out to do housework—are usually clean, 
handy, tractabloand capable. But the 69,. | 
000 it: Chinatown are a disgrace to the civ- 
ilization of the age. These people live in | 
the best part of San Francisco. It was once | 
thecourtend. The City Hall is still in this 
neighborhood, with the famous Port nouth 
square, It is located on the hillside, with 
admirable drainage. It is in the centre of 
business, and is full of uncleanliness and | 
filth, These people obey no sanitary lans, 
and are as much a nuisance as a vessel | 
would be in the harbor recking with yellow | 
fever and small-pox, 

Itook a run through this pestilential 
quarter, I was attended by a policeman, 
and without his presence the tour would 
have been impossible. Preparations for 
the expectéd “attack on Thanksgiving day 
Were apparent overywhere. The doors and 
windows were barricaded with heavy iron 
rods ; the narrow stairways were guarded ; 
sentinels announced our coming when wo 
entered the court, and a shrill cry carried 
the news from the basement to the attic. 
Tho roofs were loaded down with guns, 
pistols, rocks and offensive fluids. Had 
the procession entered Chinatown they 
would have had a warm time of it, while 
the myriads of Chinamen would hayo es- 
caped throngh innumerable trapdoors,dark 
passageways and underground channels, 

Opium rooms are everywhere. All res- 
taurants—and there hundreds of them— 
have arrangements for smoking. 
simply a dais of boards, usually in a recess, 
broad enough for two persons side by side, 
with a tray that holds the implements of 
the luxury. Tho victim places his head on 
the wooden pillow, and goes off into the 
ecstacy of the opium delirium. The men 
never take their clothes off,and use no bed 
clothes when they retire. 

A Chinese eating house is usually three 
stories. The first floor is for cooking, and 
the apparatus is very extensive. The 
second story has tables for the common 
folks. The third story is for grandees and 
distinguished people. ‘The principal living 
is pork and chickens. The foodis preps 
ed in small saucers, and sells ‘two bit 
for three dishes. A grand dinner was in 
preparation. Tho table was sct for fifteen 
persons. Around each plate was a claster 
of toy dishes, cups and glasses, Tho tea 
is steamed and then put into these tiny 
cups, and said to bedelicious. Amid the 
jargon of rude music the company, clatter- 
ing like a cotton mill, sat, playing cards 
and dominoes, The men were rich mer- 
chants, and each had a woman with himn— 
not his wife, but a companion whom he 
owned. ‘hese men buy their female as- 
sociates as they do their hor 

The lodging houses swarm with Chinese 
as hives do with bees.—From ten to fifteen 
persons occupy each room. They sleep on 
shelves, and are crowded into every imag- 
inable place. The room reeks with tobacco 
and opium smoke. Without a particle of 
ventilation, the stench is sickening, and 
the offices of nature are performed in a 
corner. All sorts of la§or is carried on in 
the room, where all people crowd. Chairs 
are mended, shoes soled, and the buzz of 
the sewing machine blends with other 
noises. 

Joss houses are numerous. The principal 
temples aré’ very costly. ‘The fitting up is 
not unlike the altar of a Catholic Church, 
A carved wooden image of Joss holds the 
place of honor over tho altar, He sits on 
his haunches—a regular Mongolian—with 
huge black beard covering his breast. He 
would not make a bad likeness of Bacchus, 
The likenesses of Joss aro similar every- 
where. The ornaments are gold, and the 
paintings—red and yellow—would adorn a 
circus. The names of prominent donors 
are conspicuously posted up. 

The theatres are dark and dingy, with- 
out ornament or cleanliness, An ordinary 
dwelling; with the partitions removed, is 
filled with black benches. A narrow gal- 
lory fills three sides. Tho men sit down 
stairs. The women occupy the side gallery 
and sit alone. The stage has no curtains, 
no machinery. ‘Tho plays run on from six 
days to twenty. They aro usually the re- 
cital of some one’s life, begiining with his 
progenitors, The talo is told by an actor, 
who runs on by the hour in a falsetto voice, 
screeching like an owl ‘Tho orchestra, in 
the rear, consists of a few stringed instru- 
tmonts, and the music is discordant and dis- 
tressing. Tho Chinamen do not occupy the | 
seats, but witon tho bucks with their foot 
onthe betiches.

One month is 
Owed for exposing such animals or birds 
for sale after the beginning of the period 
limited for their protection. No oggs of 
» any of tho birds above mentioned shall be 
taken, destroyed or had in possession by 
any person at avy time. Nono of the above 
named birds or animals shall be taken by 
Means of traps, nots, snares, gins, baited 
lines or other similar contrivances,nor shall 
such be set for thom,and such contrivances 
may bo destroyed by any person without 
incurring liability therefor, No batteries, 
sunken punts, sunken boats, or night 
lights shall be used at any 
time for taking or killing wild 
sivans, geese, or ducks,nor shall wild ducks 
be killed during the night time. No bea- 
vor, muskrat, mink, sable, otter, martin, 
racoon or fisher shall bo hunted, taken or 
killed, or had in possession between May 
Ist and Noy. Ist ; nor shall any muskrat 
house be destroyed at any time. Offences 
may be punished on summary conviction 
before a Justice of the Peace as follows ;— 
In the case of deer, olk, moose, reindeer or 
cariboo by a fine of not more than $50 nor 
less than $10 for each animal ; in caso of 
birds or eggs, not more than $2i 
than $5 for each bird or egy ; in case of 
fur-bearing animals not more than $25 nor 
less than $5 for each animal ; in case of 
other breaches of the Act, not more than 
$25 nor less than $5 ; the wholo fine to go 
tothe prosecutor, unless tho conricting 
justice has reason to believe there is col- 
lusion between accusor and accused ; game 
confiscated shall be given to some chari- 
tablo institution or purpose, Game im- 
ported for breeding purposes shall not be 
killed on the land of the owner without his 
_ consent. It shall not be lawful to poison 
any ofthe birds or animals above men- 
_ tioned, nor to expose poison, poisoned bait 
or other poisoned substances in any local- 
ity where dogs or cattle may have access to 
the same. Nodeer, elk, moose, reindeer 
or cariboo shall be hunted, taken or killed 
_ for exportation, and the onusof proof ehall 
rest on the accused. The penalty in this 
case isa fine not exceeding $25 nor less 
than 85 for each animal. Finally, no 
owner of any dog trained or accustomed 
tohunt deershall permit such a dog to 
run at large (if such dog is accustomed or 
is likely to resort to the woods wunaccom- 
panied by any person) during the period 
prohibited for deer hunting,and the person 
harboring such a dog shall be adjudged to 
be its owner for the purpose of this Act.

Rossin Marntige Cénemony.—Mar- 
riage Obsorvances diffur in outward form 
with the nations, aud perhaps our ewn 
whimsicality inthe honeymoon, whichin- 
termediate period is not openly celebrated 
by the Russians, who entirely abjure this 
sentimental custom. Their weddings gen- 
erally take place towards evening. Daring 
the ceremony the bride and bridegroom 
hold a lighted taper in their hands in front 
ofa mri altar placed in the centre ofthe 
church, Rings are placed on their fingers 
and their hands being joined, they are led 
threo times around the altar. Two highly 
ornamented ‘gilt crowns are placed on 
their heads, and: held over’ them by the 

oomsmon.during part of. the services, 
They drink wine out of a cup three times, 
and kissing one another the ceremony i 
finished.” ‘The married couple then make'a 
tour of the church, crossing themselves. at, 
and saluting gach saintly Icon on the way, 
Immediately after the ceremony dinner 
commences ‘at the house of the bride's fa- 
thor.. Ata marriage feast lighted candles 
are placed in‘@very position and corner pos- 
sible. No other wine but champagne should 
be drank, and’ the “quantity consumed of 
this beverage is remarkable, The dinner 
is followed by a ball, and fhe feasting is 
tsually kept up for twenty-four hours, 
The married couple spend the first few 
days of their wedded“life with the bride's’ 
father, Aftor the ‘marriage tho bride and 
bridegroom must call upon every one of 
their relations, friends and-acquaintantes, 
and after this ceremony i§ finished they 
sink to their ordinary life. 


Curious Custom—An English gentle- 
man who haw lately travolled in Palestine, 
recently gave a description of the Curious 
econes that are enacted inthe Charch of 
the Holy Sepulchre, He aoid when you 
enter first the Church you would be 
surprised tos¢e a party of soldiers with 
their swords by theirisides, and their guns 
atacked withinreach, It séémed @& sacril- 
ego in such a holy place, and struck one 
rathor unpleasantly ; but he svom found 
out the necegsity for it. According to the 
law of the country, every sect is allowed to 
worship there,and as it 1s consideréd equal- 
ly sacred by Christians and Mohammedans, 
all wish a turn for their mode of worship.

A few min- 
utes before seven they proceed to more for- 
cible demonstration., They think if they 
can cloar out these blasphomors a few min- 
utes before the timo they have done’sd much 
good work for God, while the worshippers, 
on the other hand, think if they can keep | 
possession a few minutes after the timo, 
thoy hayo done an equally good work.

witness the proceedings of the Chamber of 
Commerce ; witness the discussions in the 
press.

Thus our imports from the United States 
in a year of confessed depression were 
greater by that incroase of duty than they 
were in ayear of confessed prosperity, when 
the general volume of our trade was the 
largest on record. Does anyone imagine 
that that wasa healthy increase? No, it 
was forced trade, a flooding of our markets 
with goods that were sacrificed in great part. 
And to show how gross is the unfairness of 
our trade with the United States as com- 
pared with her trade with us, let us submit 
another tablo too striking not to attract no- 
tice. It shows the extent of the trade in 
free goods ;—

Anyono can s¢é that a trade which ex- 
hibits such phases cannot be a healthy one ; 
and that any policy which will prevent the 
United States making Canada a sacrifice 
market for even dutiable goods will be good 
for the industries ef this country. The four 
and o half millions of dollars taken by the 
Treasury from the imports from the United 
States woro more than lost by tho general 
depression in the country, by the bankrupt- 
cies, loas of business, decrease of consump- 
tion, emigration and other evils waiting on 
the policy of Mr. Carlwright. Therefore 
the propesitionthata National Policy would 
prevent Canada from being a slaughter mar- 
ket for the United States,is pretty fully sus- 
tained. 

Sth. The National Policy would aid In- 
terprovincial Trade, 


This proposition issone that should moet 
with general neceptance. A National Pol- 
icy that includes adaty on coal, and the 
protection ofthe West India trade, must 
promote Interprovincial trade ; it would en- 
able Halifax to compete with Montreal 
in the production of refined sugar, nay 
would give Halifax serious advantage over 
Montreal in that trade, and enable Hali- 
fax perhaps to be the great supply port of 
the Dominion for rotined sugar. It would 
promote the export of coal to the west, 
and thus take away, in. conjunction with 
the supply of refined sugar, the reproach 
that is now justly urged, that the trade is 
one-sided. It would cause the Intercolon- 
ial Railway to be utilized for the benefit of 
the country, and thus bring about a settle- 
ment of the Grain Port question without 
difficulty, 

6th, Hinally, that reciprocityof tariff is 
the best means of getting at reciprocity of 
Trade. 

Canada has tried evéry other policy, and 
reciprocity, so greatly desired by some 
people, has still been denied on any basis, 
Now, if there is any basis on which it might 
with propriety be desired, the way to get 
at it is to show the United States that it is 
necessary for them, as well as for us, to 
consent to it. Already we have had indi- 
cations of how much trouble our legislation 
can give the United States. When Gen. 
Grant issued his screaming message in 
1870, ho showed Canada how great a hold 
she had on the commerce of. the United 
States in the canals and lakes, and we hare 
all learned how! gréat ahold we have on 
her prosperity by the tenure of our fisher- 
ies, We shall never do justice to ourselves 
till we put these advants into judicious 
working, and teach tho United States that 
if it chooses to pursue an inimical policy, 
wocan, toa certain extent, resent it, and 
retaliate, In the words of Sir John, the 
policy of conciliation and huniiliation has 
heen tried long enough. It is necessary to 
have a national policy. 

We believe that the’ resolution of Sir 
John, no matter how it may be treated in 
« House fillod with whitewashed contrac- 
tors and oflice seeking sycophants, will most 
certainly commend itkelf to the people 
whose interesta it aims to protect,and whose 
future it means to make prosperous.

Now, whether this is true. of 
early risers in the common acceptation of the 
word or not, I will not pretend’ to say ; but 
it is too often true of the unhappy children 
who aro forced to rise too ate in their 
classes.

The vigor and freshness, which should have 
been stored up for the purposes of the 
hard struggle for existence in practical life, 
have been washed out of them by precoci- 
ous mental debauchery—by book gluttony 
and leason bibbing. Their faculties aro worn 
out by the strain put upon their callow brain, 
and they are demoralize 1 by worthless child- 
ish triumphs before the real work of life. be- 
gins. Ihave no compassion for sloth, but 
youth has more need for intellectual rest than 
age; and the cheerfulness, the tenacity of 
purpose, the power of work which make niany 
a successful man what he is, must often be 
placed to the credit, not of his hour of indus- 
try, but to that of his hours of idleness, in 
boyhood. Even the hardest worker of us all, 
if he has to deal with anything above mere 
details, will de well, now and again, to let his 
brain lie fallow tora scrape. The next crop 
of thought will certainly be all the fullerin the 
car andthe weeds fewer.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

TH DUTY ON MALT, 

Mr, Cartwright gave notice that on Tues- 
day next the House resolve itself into aCom 
mittee to consider the Government resolu- 
tion respection the repeal of the Customaduty 
on malt, He said theduty was merely nomi- 
nal. A revenue tariff was the policy of the 
Government, and, as this duty produced no 
revenue, it was thought desirable to abolish 
it, 

Mr. Masson asked if the duty was not 
doubled last year. 

Mr. Laurier—Yes, 


Mr. Masson said he did not understand 
doubling a duty one year and removing fb al- 
together the next, 

Mr, Cartwright said the maltsters request- 
ed the removal of the duty beoause there 
was a good deal of discussion about it in the 
United States, and it was thought well to 
conciliate the people there, The increase 
last year was made for the convenience of the 
excise. 

Mr. Mitchell could not understand how, if 
the duty was required for the convenience of 
the excise, it could safely be removed now. 
He did not go in for a policy of eonciliatiou. 


| He feared if the duty were removed, the 


oor malt of the United States would come 
be Canada in competition with our inalt 
ere. 

Mr. Holton thought the course proposed 
would be eminently beneficial to our brewers 
and maltsters. 

Dr. Tupper said the House hada right to 
complain of the want of franko and. fall- 
ness in the statement of the Minister of In- 
land Revenue. He was sure the member for 
Northumberland would have supported the 
resolution of the Minister of Inland Revenue 
if he bnd stated that it was a protective 
measure, They had been told frequently 
from the other side that anything they could 
do could not affect the legislition of the 
United States, yet the Government propesed 
to remove this duty for tho sole reason that 
its removal was likely to direct the legis- 
lation of the neighboring country inte a par- 
ticular channel. 

Mr. Gibbs (South Ontario) said by this re- 
-solution gentlemen opposite were eating up 
their words of Jast seusion, and fostering a 
Canadian icdustry. 

Mr. Young denied that this was a prnest 
ive measure, but, on the contrary, brought 
the whole policy of tho Government, as to 
agricultural products, into line. 

Mr. Dymond defended the resolution. 

Dr. Orton did not think it was in favor of 
the agricultural interest of the country. For 
ten lorg years our farmers had been waiting. 
but in vain, for the United States to fellow 
the Free Trade policy of this country. He 
did not believe the removal ofthe duty would 
be in favor of the maltsters. Instead of there 
being no American malt coming into Canada, 
he found from the trade returns that forty-five 
thousand bushels had been imported last year. 
Mr. Platt condemned tho high duty that 
was imposed on malt, and said thatit led to 
the production of a very bad article in lie of 
a thoroughly good one, 

Mr. Rochester said the amendment was a 
decided protection to the Canadian farmers, 


Sir John Macdonald said it came ill from 
gentlemen on the other side to talk of his hon. 
friend from Cumberland ' changing front, for 
this was aright about face resoutlion, Last 
session the Government doubled the duty,and 
now they proposed to take the whole aa 
off. His hon, friend had been consistent, an 
so had ho himself, Their policy was open 
and declared,and the country well understood 
it, if hon. gentlemen did not. 

The discussion was continued by Messrs. 
Higinbotham, Bunster, Mackenzie, and Pope 
(Queen’s). 

The amendrhent was carried and the Honse 
went into Committee. 

Dr, Tupper replied to the remarks from tho 
other side as to the inconsistency and insin- 
cerity of himself and his friends, They were 
not inconsistent, and they were not insincere, 
He defended this declaration at somo length. 
It would be for the country to say whether it

Ono of 
these boys, who was ransomed and educat- 
ed by the English, is now a leading 1nem 
ber of tho International Committee for the 
relief of the Turkish refugees ; another 
who was ransomed and educated by the 
Americans, has become a wealthy house- 
holder at San Stefano.

Ship, 

The “Burydice” Capsized off the | t! 

Isle of Wight. 


) AND 400 LIVES LOST, 


BETWEEN 


Loxpon, Maroh 24.—It is reported that 
tho British naval training ship Eurydice, 
with 400 mon on board, has capsized on the 
south coast of the Isle of Wight. 

The Admiral commanding at Portamonth | 


Dunnose Head. at half-past four o'clock 
this afteftioon, ina sudden squall. Ono | 
boy and a seamon wore saved. Other ad- | 
vices indicate that between 300 and 400 
lives were lost, ‘The Admiral on receiving 
nows of the disaster, immediately despatch- 
6d n steamer to the scone of the wreck. 

The Burydice was a training ship for or- 
dinary seamen, under command of Capt. 
Marcus Hare, Sho was sixth rate, 921 
ton borden, and carried four guns. 

A survivor of the Zurydice disaster gives | 
tho number on board as over 300, Five 
wore picked up by a passing steamer after 
being in the water an hour, but oll have 
died except two, Itis not probable that 
any others were saved, asa strong ebb tide 
was running.

AFTERNOON DESPATCH. 

Lonpow, March 25.—The weather was fine 
until about 3:30 p. m., when an almost uni- 
versal change ensued, Short and violent gusts 
of wind, accompanied by snow and dust, 
Storms of wnusual character, as brief as sud- 
den, followed rapidly from mearly opposite 
points of the compass, It is supposed the 
capsizing of the British naval training ship 
Eurydice off the Isle of Wight was due to 
suddenness with which a squall overtook tho 
ship, and the fact thatiits entire force fell 
on the full spread of her canvas, As tho 
Eurydice was close in shore, a dangerous 
gust would give probably no warning, 
The disposition of her gans, stores or other 
dead weight may have given leverage to the 
force of the winds. Tho Zurydice had been 
ona practice cruise to the West Indies, whence 
she had been for some days expected at Ports- 
mouth. She had a smart crow of from 200 to 
ovor 300. Only five persons, including Lieut, 
Tabor, were rescued after they had been an 
hour in the water, Three of these are dead, 
so the only survivors are Benjamin Cuddiford, 
an able seaman, and Sidney Fletcher, a firat- 
class boy. 

Cuddiford says over three hundred were 
aboard, all of whom, except Fletcher and my- 
sclf, were I believe, lost. I was one fof the 
last on the ship, Capt. Hare was near me 
when she went down, and she carried with 
her a large number clinging to her or drawn 
down in ‘the vortex. A man near me said a 
vessel was close by when the equall came on, 
and therefore we were sure to be picked up,

When the storm lifted only a 
schooner lowering her boats could be seen, 
Fletchor states that he was below, heard a 
noise on deck ; rushing up, found the vessel 
on her side sinking ; seized a life buoy and 
jumped overboard, He had been in the water 
scarcely a minute when the veasel lurched 
forward and sank, drawing him down such o 
distance he gave himself up for lost, but the 
lite buoy drew him to the surface. The vea-

Thus it appears that it is by no uichns a 
matter of indifference whether:themilk be 
cooled at once or after tho lapse of some 
time ; the delay of only two hours entailed, 
in these experiments, an average loss of 6,8 
per cent. of butter. Still more important 
is the avoidance of long transport, the laxs 
of butter attending only a two hours’ jour- 
ney ravging from 3.6 to no less tlian)23 per 
cent., while showing an average of 11.5 for 
the six observations, the details of which 
are mentioned in the table. 

CREAMERIES. 

This new branch of rural industry which 
has recently sprung up in the U, 8. is 
worthy the attention of the farmers in Can~ 
ada. A Creamery is nothing more than a 
systematic way of making butter, the same 
as making cheeso ina factory.anstead of 
making it at home. This operation offers 
the samo advantages with regard to divi- 
sion of labor as. cheesefactories do. Not 
one farmer in ten has the facilities in the 
shape of cellars at the proper temperature, 
either in winter or summer, besides a prop- 
er system of churning and working the but- 
ter. Even with all the facilities of cool 
cellars and every appliance for making 
butter, it does not pay to make any quan- 
tity, if it can be madé for one third leas in 
a factory or creamery. The advantages 
that are offered hy creameries is, first, that 
a hundred pounds of butter can be made 
cheaper and better than by making ono 
pound, allowing that the single individual 
has the same facilities. But, as we said 
before, not.one in ten. has these facilities, 
consequently whether they are good or bad 
butter-makers, all will be benetited. The 
quality of butter made by our Canadian 
farmers, with a few exceptions, is not first- 
class, as can be testified by our shippers 
and buyers, and hence Canadian butter is 
sold at a disadvantage in the English mar- 
ket. A creamery or butter factory, be- 
sides making more and better butter, would 
stand a chauce of making more by shipping 
regularly and in bulk, and thus avoid a 
great amount of expense in handling or 
passing from one dealer to the other. 
Where creameriesy hayo been» tried, they 
lave been found to make a greater return 
than the same milk taken sto the cheese 
factory. However, factories Gold! be so 
arranged that both converting milk into 
cheese or butter might be done in the same 
factory: By wJittle additional appliances 
cheese factories could be easily provided 
with the necessary apparatus for a cream- 
ery. Ifthis scheme was carried out, we 
should hear no more about Canadian grease 
going to England. The question is asked, 
however, what will farmers do without 
their skimmed milk for the pigs? Of 
course, the same argument can be used 
againt cheese factories; and it might 
be asked with equal propriety what! 
will farmers do without whey for their 

igs. Of course creamories and Cleese 
factories may bé brought mp as an ar- 
gument for diminishing .the raising of 
young stock ; but making butter and cheese 
any way, whether it is in the factory or at 
home, has the same effect. If milk is taken 
to the cheese factory or the creamery, the 
whey, buttermilk or skim-milk dre not 
going to be wasted ; it will only necessitate 
a factory taking milk from a given radins, 
feeding tho waste to 100 hogs or calves, in- 
stead of farmers in the surtounding’ dis- 
trict feeding them separately, and making 
their own butter and cheese. ‘The whole 
secrot of factories of any kind, whether 
they be for making boots or shoes, or séw- 
ing machines, o¥ anything olde; isa division 
of labor—cooperation—and the more this 
principle is adopted, no matter from what 
standpoint it is taken, the better. If fac- 
tories for making machinery, cloth, d&c., 
aro necessary, they afe equally for manu- 
facturing the raw products of the farmer. 
no matter whother it is wool, hides ot 
milk. The manufacture of milk into but- 
ter by hand is on a par with the old spin- 
ning wheel and hand shuttle. Undoubted- 
ly good yarn and cloth was made, but it 
was found it did not pay, when cloth could 
be made for one-third loss by sending their 
wool to the factory ; and-it will be the 
same with butter. 

Wherever creameries, haye been started 
they have been highly successful, eveu 
more so than cheese factories. In the 
United States, where butter factories are 
established they have paid a large per 
cent.; and the butter brings a higher price 
in the market than a home-nads article, 
The temperature is so equal and the chomf+ 
cal changes required to make or covert 
cream is so well understood by scientific 
men, that butter is made with tho greatest 
accuracy. 

Creamorien aro run on a similar principle 
to clieeso factorios—on the joint stock prin- 
ciple. The milk is duly tosted by the 
lactometor, and each man credited with the 
| weight and quality of his milk, Tho ladies 
| should hail a creamery with dolight, for if 
| thore is anything slavieh about a farm, it 

is working some of the churns now in use.

As wo ore to have an oxcollont nap season 
the coming spring, both in relation to quanti- 
ty and quality, sugar-makera will do well to 
consider the following points, viz :—

New Inonctans.—Two new armor-plated 
ships aro to be forthwith commenced at 
Chatham Dockyard. One of them will be 
4 large iron frigate similar in structure to 
the “Alexandra,” flagship of the Mediter- 
ranean Squadron, and the other will bea 
formidable torpedo-ram, and will be built 
after tho same stylo as the ‘‘ Agamemnon” 
and the ‘‘ Ajax,” both of which are now 
under construction, the former at Chatham 
and the latter at Pembroke. 

Cixorarra’s Neepie.—Cleopatra’s Nee- 
die has at last found a permanent resting- 
place. The Metropolitan Board of Works, 
at the usual weekly meeting, assented to 
the request of Mr. Dixon to erect the Nee- 
dle on the Victoria Embankment. A dis- 
cussion took place, in the course of which 
the chairman called upon Sir Joseph Bazel- 
gette, who stated as his opinion that the 
embankment was quite capable of sustain- 
ing the additional weight of the obelisk and 
its pedestal. 


Wak Prevarations.—In all the Govern- 
ment works business continues to increase, 
and additional hands are taken on daily to 
keep pace with the growing pressure, One 
hundred and fifty of the Royal Engineers 
have been brought to Woolwich from Chat- 
ham,Pembroke,and other places for special 
duty at the Royal Arsenal and the dockyard 
store, partly in preparing torpedo gear and 
partly in connection with the railway ma- 
terial now in course of delivery. The rail- 
way plant now arriving at the dockyard is 
for a-temporary line across country, while 
that which is being delivered at the Arsen- 
al is intended fora trench railway, such as 
would be used for conveying and mounting 
heavy guna in siege works, in which duty 
the Koyal Engineers are well practised. 


Five hundred miles of new telegraph cable 
for torpedo connections have been purchas- 
ed of the Silvertown Telegraph Works op- 
posite the dockyard, and the large geaving- 
dock at the west-end of the yard is being 
cleared for its reception, having for a long 
time past been used for cable testing. 
Drawin:s are now being prepared -at the 
Admiralty for a large number of torpedo- 
boats, which are to be constructed at the 
various Royal dockyards, in addition to 
those now building by contract. The boats 
will be on the most improved principle,and 
will have very powerful machinery. A 
Lvicester engineer has received an import- 
ant Government order for steam crane- 
engines, to be used for loading vessels with 
ammunition and other cargo. The men 
are to be employed Jay and night at the 
work, Which is to be completed in six 
weeks, 


Circassian Atrocities. 


EIGHT HUNDRED PERSONS SMOTHERED. 


About the following most horrible,abomi- 
nable and unheard-of-erime, in itself a col- 
ossus of savageness, a whole abyss of atro- 
city, Ihave most authentic -and reliable 
information, though for the sake of human- 
ity I should have. been glad had it been 
otherwise. It appears that the inhabitants 
of the village of St. George, eight hundred 
souls in all, Greeks entirely, flying before 
the Circassians, who had attacked and de- 
streyed their village, managed to hide 
themselves in a large cave near Kara Dere. 
The Circassians, ever thirsting for Christ- 
ian blood, were scouring the country in 
search of victims, and finally fell upon and 
discovered the place of refuge of these un- 
fortunate people, and immediately tried to 
effect an.entrance to the cave. In this, 
however, they were baffled, the entrance 
to the cave being well guarded and well 
defended by. the refugees. This show of 
resistance on the part of the people, and 
the fact, perhaps, that three of their num- 
ber were mortally wounded by the shots 
fired from within, seemed to exasperate 
them more, and after two or three further 
attempts to effect an entrance, but without 
success, they determined by any possible 
means to putimmediately to death those 
within, hey accordingly set to their in- 
fernal work, and by means of crowbars 
they ultimately succeeded in opening a 
hole on the roof of the cave,through which 
without loss of time, they proceeded to 
pour a large quantity of brimstone and 
asphalte, to which they set fire by firing 
their guns through the hole. As a conse- 
quence, the inside of the cave was in a few 
winutes filled with smoke so dense that 
tho poor people dropped down one by one 
dying of suffocation....and the souls of 
eight hundred martyrs fled almost simul- 
taneously toward the foot of the throne of 
their Creator, the Almighty. Out of the 
eight hundred who entered the cave only 
eighteen were saved, almost by a miracle, 
having on first entering the cave taken 
their stand at the farthest end of it, and 
having, after the Circassians had taken 
themselves off exulting no doubt in their 
abominable work, come out of that im- 
mense grave by dragging themselves over 
the dead bodies of their fellow villagers of 
yeaterday,—Conalantinople Correspondence,

Krupp. 
WHAT THE GREAT GUN MAKER DOES. 


A summary of the annual roport for 
1877, of the gigantic manufactories be- 
longing to the renownel firm of Krupp, 
at Essen, has just been published. The 
refined and cast stool fabrication omploys 
no less than 8,600 men, 298 steam engines, 
with about 11,000 horse power, and 77 
steam hammers. Every twenty-four hours 
it turns out two and a half German miles 
of railway rails, together with a corre- 
sponding amount of wheels, springs, axes 
and the metal work of the carriages. So 
much is done by this famous firm in the 
servico of peace. For war business it 
every month completes 300 cannon of 
divers calibres, Since 1874 it has turn- 
ed out more than 15,000 cannon. Twenty 
one thousand gas flames are lighted every 
night. A railway of 37 miles in length, 
employing 24 locomotives and 700 cars ; 
facilitates the internal intercourse; and 
the cstablishment contains 44 tolegraph 
stations within its boundary. Apart from 
its stupendous manufactures, the firm 
employs 5,300 workmen in its mineral 
work, in coal and ore. The forges of 
the firm are served by 700 workmen. 
Messrs. Krupp have built 3,277 dwelling 
houses, which are at present inhabited . by 
16,200 persons, including work people and 
their families, and 22 shops for groceries, 
meat hops, furniture, and similar daily 
needs. lt has provided for education by 
the erection of four elementary schools of 
21 classes, an industrial school for girls, 
and a school for adult women, which are 
visited by thousands of learners, and pro- 
vided with first-rate teachers. 

An Awful Holocaust. 

At Tientsin, on the 7th of January, a 
terrible calamity occurred. A fire broke 
out at 10 o'clock in the morning at one of 
the relief yards established outside of the 
city walls for the benefit of the famine re- 
fugees, - A strong north-east wind was 
blowing at the time, and scarcely an hour 
passed before all the sheds were burned, 
and between 2,800 and 3,000 women and 
children were sutfovated or burned to 
death. As correct an estimate asJ can get 
gives the number of inmates at 3,000, of 
whoia only a little only 100 eseaped. The 
location of this soup-kitchen was unfortu- 
nate, On the cast side was the city ditch : 
onapartof the south and west sides was 
an ice pit, while houses lined the remain- 
ing sides. In addition, it was surround- 
ed bya strong fence of kauling stalks 
plastered with mud, in which there was 
only one gate, and it is said that on the 
bursting forth of the flames,thegate-keeper 
locked the gate and ran away. Many of 
the Chinese showed much courage in try- 
ing to render assistance, as testified by an 
eye-witness, who, passing just at the time, 
hastened to do what he could in tearing 
down the fence and rendering other ser- 
vices. He speaks of the scene at that time 
as terrible beyond description. The scene 
presented after the fire had done its work 
was ghastly and horrible, and the picture 
of it rises before my mind as one that never 
can be effaced. The contortions of the 
features, the positions of the bodies, hands; 
limbs, mouths, and eyes, the same as when 
the flame and smoke overtook them, re- 
minded one of the description of Pompeii. 
Had the gate been left open, probably 
many more might have made their escape, 
but so rapidly did the flames spread 
through the mat sheds, and in the straw 
and mats aproad on the ground asa pro- 
tection against dampness, that before an 
opening could be made in the fence few 
even were left to linger on in suffering. 
How the fire originated no one seems to 
know—a spark, probably, from the range 
where at the time the millet was cooking. 
—Hong Kong Mail. 


The Amendment to the Stamp Act 


Hon. Mr. Laurier’s Bill to amend the 
Stamp Act is one of importance to business 
men. Many sections of the old Act are re- 
pealed, and it is provided that after a date 
specified the duty on promissory notes, 
drafts, letters of credit, or receipts, ov any 
bill of exchange, or part thereof, shall be 
as follows :— 

1. When the duty does not exceed three 
cents it may be paid by affixing thereto an 
adhesive stamp of the description herein 
mentioned, representing the amount of such 
duty. 

2. When the duty exceeds three cents, 
and the instrument is made in Canada, the 
duty thereon shall be paid in whole or in 
part by meking it upon stamped paper, 
using in each case stamped paper of the de- 
nomination then issued nearest in value to 
the duty to which such instrument is lia- 
ble. 

3. When no denomination of stamped 
paper has been issued exactly representing 
the duty to which the instrument is liable, 
the difference between the duty represent- 
ed and the stamped paper on which such 
instrument is made and the amount of duty 
to which it is liable under this act, shall be 
paid by affixing this to an adhesive stamp 
or stamps of the kind herein mentioned to 
the amount of such difference. 

4. If the instrument is made out of Cau- 
ada, but payable in Vanada,the duty there- 
on shall be paid when such. instrument is 
accepted,endorsed by or hecomes the prop- 
erty of any bank, corporation or individual 
in Canada, by affixing thereto an adhesive 
stamp or stamps of the kind herein 
mentioned,or by having impressed thereon 
at some revenue office an embossed stamp 
to the amount of such duty, or to the 
amount nearest to such duty for which 
such embossed stamp can be obtained, and 
by fixing thereto an adhesive stamp or ad- 
hesive stamps to the amount cf the rest of 
the duty. If made in Canada, the signa- 
ture or part of the signature of tho maker, 
or some materiul part of the note, ete., 
must be written on the stamp on the blank 
space provided. When made out of Cana- 
da, the acceptor or endorser shall perform 
the duty as above. If the stamps are not 
properly cancelled, the note or other in- 
atrument shall be worthless, The ponalty 
for contravening the Act is $100, to be 
sued for, the burden of proof resting on 
the plaintitf, who must show that the law 
has been contravened. LEvory instrument 
made, drawn, accepted, endorsed, signed, 
recognized, held or transferred, in contra- 
vention of this act shall be invalid and cf 
no effect in law or in equity, and the no- 
coptance, or payment, or protest thereof 
shall bo of no effoct.

KINGSTON PENIVENTIARY, 
In this penitentiary at the ond of the 
year there were 685 mon and 15 women, 
giving a total of 703. Tho number of con- 
victs hag steadily increased of late years, 
atiributed, so tho Warden says, to tho low 
rate of wages, and difficulty in obtaining 
employment both in Qanada and tho United 
States. Although there has been no rognlar 
contract work last year,as in previous years, 
yot from various sources 4 revenue of 82 
432 has been earned outside of the peniten- 
tiary. The Warden considers no employ- 
ment can be more legitimate for a peniten- 
Giary than Gevernment work. Following 
tho Warden's reports there are tables 
showing the nature of the work the convicts 
wore engaged in, and the amount earned 
by each department, for instande we find 
tho work done in the mason department 
for the year amounts to $44,544.45 in the 
ter and trades department, $16,213. - 
66; in the blacksmith’s, $10,800.63; the 
total reaching tho respectable sum of over 
$72,000. 

To properly watch over this small army, 
there are $9 guards and 7 keepers, besides 
the officers of the establishment. The total 
number of convicts in the Penitentiary at 
the close of the year was 703. 

The convicts, as is pretty well known, 
find employment in all kinds of work, as 
follows :

Of the prisoners conyicted during the 
year 239 wore laborers, 19 shoemakers, 12 
carpenters and 10 tailors, all branches of 
trade and some professions furnishing 
criminals, whilst 12 were negroes Jand 3 
Indians. 167 of the criminals were put 
down as temperate, 87 abstinent and 24 
intemperate. Tho largest number of con- 
victs—149—wore between the ages of 20 
and 30, while 186 could read and write; 
29 could read only, and 64 could neither 
read nor write. The nationality of the 
prisoners were :—Upper Canadian, 115 ; 
Provitice of Quebec, 52; Ireland, 33; Eng- 
land, 41 ; Scotland, 6 ; United States,27. 
The majority of crimes were :—Larceny, 
99; burglary and larceny combined, 31 , 
robbery, 27 ; burglary, 18 ; housebreak- 
ing, 13; forgery, 8; murder, 8; manslaugh- 
ter, 8. 

Of the number sent during the year to 
Kingston, there were 62 received from the 
St. Vincent do Paul Penitentiary. The 
County of York furnished 49 criminals ; 
Wentworth, 27 ; Welland 12, and other 
counties under tho latter figure. Tho dif- 
ferent religious denominations were :— 
Romon Catholic, 121 ; Church of England, 
80 ; Methodist, 42; Presbyterian, 25 ; 
Baptist, 7; Jowish, 1 ; Lutheran, 1 
Menonist, 1 ; no religion, 8. 


THE ST. VINCENT DE PAUL ESTABLISHMENT. 

In this Ponitentiary there had been ro- 
ceived during the year 175 male convicts 
and one female, Montreal furnishing 122, 
Quebec 13 ; the district of Bedford 11, and 
Richelien 7. Nine prisoners were pardon- 
ed and thirty wero discharged, having 
served their time. The most of the pris- 
oners were committed for larceny and 
burglary. One hundred and fifty-six of 
the convicts were from Canada, the re- 
mainder from other countries. Seventy 
were laborers; 13 stonecutters ; 13 car- 
penters, and one a medical student. In 
this Institation there are 25 guards, 6 
keepers, and 5 trade instructors, with tho 
neceseary officials. 

OTHER FENITENTIARIES. 

The Warden's report from tho Halifax 
Penitentiary shows that everything goes on 
satisfactorily, the discipline is excellent, 
andthe behavior of tho prisoners good.

I was thon satisfied, and | 
my observations since haye not changed 
my mind, that there is no adyantage in | 
either form of sotting posts, but mainly in | 
tho different kinds of wood, season of cut- 
tiag, and tho kind of soil, which is gener- | 
ully understood.

} KUROPEAN LOANS, 
There is hardly a European State which 


is not adopting extraordinary moans to 
raiso money. Tho British Parliament has 
just yoted £6,000,000, Spain has raised a 
lar of £6,500,000, Italy is asking for £10,- 
000,000, France is about to issue twonty 
millions of her new three per conts., Rus- 
sia and Austria, too, are in the market,and 
altogether about £60,000,000 will soon be 
added to tho national debt of Eurepe. 


THE CANADIAN CONTINGENT. 


A correspondent of the Times says so 
many people are out of employment in 
Canada that numbers of both Canadians 
Englishmen now in the States would 
recross the frontior to enlist for war, Such 
sturdy Ontario men as were out of actual 
employment could be examined as to _fit- 
ness for service at Kingston and ‘Toronto, 
and volunteers from the militia forwarded 
by their own commanding officers through 
the district staff. He adds ;—‘* Whatever 
may be thie faultsconnected with the organ- 
ization of tho Oanadian’ Militia, referred 
to by ‘Linésman’ in his letter to the Times, 
the history of the past andthe observation of 
to-day will bear witness that the virtues of 
tho Canadian Militia are at leost theitown. 
After many years observation and experi- 
ence with soldiers and many nationalities 
—European and Asiatic—I am of opinion 
that none posess natural military qualities 
superior to those of the Canadians. But 
in case their services are required by the Im- 
perial Government, it is to be hoped that 
some systematic plan will be arranged for 
tho return of the survivors to Canada at 
the close of the campaign, with some com- 
pensation in land, if not in money, for 
past services. Military colonies slong the 
nuthorn frontier of British Columbia would 


bo a source of military. strength as well as 
material development to Canada, and re- 
lieve the Mother Country of what might 
be a burden to her.” 

“* One who has been in Canada,” writes 
to the 7'imes on the same subject: ‘Your 
correspondent ‘ United Empire Loyalist ’ 
appeals to a large number of Canadians— 
according to’ his informants, as mony as 40, 
000—who served in the American army 
during the Civil War, as a proof of the fa- 
cilities for recruiting which Canada would 
afford to England, But it ought to be re- 
membered that these men were attracted 
by enormous bounties as well as by very 
high pay. It would hardly suit the inter- 
ests of England to recruit upon such terms. 
It does not appear to be proposed that 


Canada should bear apy part of the expense 
of her contingent. Nor does it appear 
that the offer emanates in any way from 
the Canadian Government or Legislature. 


As to the reserye army of 600,000 men, I 
think I know enough of the country to on- 
able me to say that ‘Linesman’ was right, 
and'that the army has no existence except 
on paper. To enforce upon the general 
population of Canada the legal obligation 
to military service, would be at least as 
difficult as it would be to introduce con- 
scription in this country.” 

The Times observes editorially :—*‘ In 
some way or other the Canadian contingent 
must remain Canadian Militia, and serve 
the Queen under Canadian colours, though 


They cannot be 
brought over in the battalions they now 
constitute in the Canadian Militia ; but the

Dominion Government might, as our cor- 
respondent from Quebec proposes, give 
facilities for the enlistment from the militia 
into a Canadian corps d’armee for Imperial 
vice. For sucha corps room could easily 
be made in the new organisation of the 
British army, with tho, relation, somewhat 
vague, it is true, it holds to particular 
localities ; and we do not believe a Canadian 
contingent would refuse any of the con- 
ditions of home and foreign service, which 
govern the rest of the Queen's troops. It 
is the case of Canada which has suggested 
this addition to the armed strength of the 
Empire ; and Canada in some remarkable 
ways fulfils the conditions necessary for 
complete sucééss in the experiment” ~But 
what Canada might do towards asserting 
most beneficially for herselfand the Mother- 
country her right and duty to undertake 
her share of Imperial obligations, other 
Colonies might o also, each in its degree.” 
BOAKD OF TRADE RETURNS. 
The Board of Trade returns just issued 
show that tho value of the imports last 
month was £32,175,177, compared with 
£30,942,809 for the same month last year ; 
and forthe two” months of the present 
year, / £62,985,133 against £63,841,689 last 
year,» The value of the exports for Feb- 
ruary was £14,896,320 compared with 
£14,393,725 ; and for the two months, 
£30,320,231 and £30,389;825 respectively. 
ITEMS, 
It isstated that the Queen will visit 
Germany in the course of the summer. 
A deputation has visited on the Premior 
of New South Wales to protest against any 
further ‘‘assisted emigration” to that  col- 
ny. 
The Colonial office has under consider- 
ation, says the Standard, tho advisability 
of appointing a committee of nayal and 
military officers to determine on some do- 
finite plan of dofence of the ports of the 
colonies, 
At Leicester, a coroner's jury has ro- 
turned a verdict of “‘manslaughter” against 
4 young man who ‘caused the death of a 
companion in tho football field by, aa al- 
leged, “charging” unfairly. 
The Bristol Board of Guardians instead 
of sending pauper childron to Canada un- 
dor Miss Ryo's schome, have determined 
to adopt the plan of placing lads out at sor- 
vico, finding them lodging and board, un- 
der supervision, at tho St, James’ Home 
for Boys. 
Five hundred street arabs who know 
how it is themselves have momorialised the 
Glasgow Polico Board, praying that moa- 
sures should bo taken for their supervision, 
‘to prevent them being a nuisance to tho 
public, an injury to thomselves and a dis- 
grace to tho city.” 

Tho Brigade of Guards has now been 
placed on a war footing, having recruited 
up to its fall strength, and at tho various 
quarters urineual activity is apparent, not 
only iti the drilling, but also in completing 
tho arrangomonts neconsary for active scr- 
vice,

As two boys woro playing in a loft at the 
Abboy Mills, Keading, one of them, the 
son of Mr. G. Russell Butler, auctioneer, 
of that town, got into one of the wheat 
bins, about eight feet deop, to hide from 
his companion, and he was drawn through 
the wheat towards the machine and buried. 
He was oxtricated within two or three min- 
utes, bift life was found to be extinct. 

The Ivish Farmer says that the difficul- 
ties of the agricultural position are thick- 
ening rapidly around the Irish tenant. It 
declares that now is the time for more free- 
dom of action, better security of tenure, 
greater encouragement for improvements, 
more liberal, arrangements, and mutual re, 
ciprocity in dealings between landlord and 
tenant, and this will bo thought about a 
permanent movement for the common yood 
of the country ard the inutual advantage 
of both landlord and tenant. 

** Colonel” Valentine Baker, formerly of 
the English army, is now Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Baker, ot the Turkish army. At tho 
Savage Club dinner he was the vory picture 
of health, and his appearance was in strik- 
ing] contrast to that of his immediate 
neighbor, Colonel Barnaby. The Savage 
Club are congratulated on having had the 
“courage” to invite the Lieut-General, but 
with a London correspondent I seo no 
“courage” in the matter, Their guest has 
paid bitterly the penalty of his offence. Ho 
has proyed himself an able and a heroic 
soldier, and aa such let honor be done to 
him, 

Damages have been recovered in the Ex- 
chequer Division by a gentloman from a 
Jady for breach of promise to marry. A 
written agreement was set up by tho plain- 
tiff,to the effect that if the marriage agreed 
to was not carried ont by 1875, tho lady 
was te give the plaintitf a third of what she 
received under the wills of her parents, or 
to pay him an annuity of £20, which was 
to be doubled every year till the marriage 
took place. It ultimately stated on 
behalf of the defendant that she was will- 
ing rather to pay £1,000 than have the 
letters she had written to the plaintiff mado 
public, and « verdict for that amount,with 
Judgment, was entered. 

Two noted pugilists of Dublin named 
Boylan and Keogh, were recently triéd, 
charged with being the principals in a prize 
fight which took place some time ago, in 
Dublin, The prisoners were each senten- 
ced to two months’ imprisonment at hard 
labor. 

A litigation which has lasted ten years 
and included seven trials has come to a 
close in Dublin. The question was as to 
the ownership of the right of fishory in the 
Blackwater for a distance of twenty miles, 
and as the Duke of Devonshire produced 
documents reaching back for six hundred 
years, and clearly tracing the authority 
which he derived froma charter of Kiug 
John the jury gave a yerdict in favor of the 
noble Duke. 

At a recent meeting in Belfast of No. 9 
District Loyal Orange Lodge, which ropre- 
sents fifteen private lodges, a vote of con- 
fidence in Lord Beaconstield and Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government was unanimously adopt- 
ed and a resolution to that effect forwarded 
to His Lordship. Meetings in favor of the 
Government's policy were also held 
in Newry, Tanderagee, Armagh, Downpat- 
rick, Armagh and Portadown. 


In the High Court of Justice in Ireland 
recently, Mr. Bell,auctioneer, Armagh, put 
vp for sale in the County Courthouse, pur- 
suant to decree of the High Court of Chan- 
cery in the cause of Kilpatrick against 
Smith, part of the lands of Olea,near Keady 
containing 37a. 2r. 29p., and held under a 
grant in perpetuity, subject toa yearly 
rent of £18 9s 2d, and producing a profit 
rent of £18 8s 4d,, Tho bidding was brisk- 
and the land was knocked downto Mr, 
Francis Nicholson at £370, 

One of the largest and most influential 
demonstrations held of recent days in the 
North of Ireland in support of a parlia- 
mentary measure was held in the Ulster 
Hall in favor of the closing of public houses 
on Sunday. The vast building was crowd- 
ed to excess in area and balconies, while 
the platform: presented a like imposing ap- 
pearance ; thronged as it was by the lead- 
ing business peoplo of Belfast, and a large 
representation of the clerical and profes- 
sional gontlemen of tho town. The 
working class were present in immense 
numbers, and the entire proceedings were 
most enthusiastic. The meeting was grac- 
éd by the presence of a considerable num- 
ber of ladies, and altogether a more 
thoroughly harmonious assemblage could 
not be called together to further and de- 
mand the settlement of a great public ques- 
tion, 

Richmond Lunatic Asylum, Dublin, was 
recently destroyed by fire. Two thousand 
inmates occupied the building, The fre 
created (quite a panic, as it raged for some 
hours with great fury. Anold man named 
Patrick O'Brien, aged about sixty, who 
was in one of the dormitories in which the 
fire broke out, was suffocated, and his 
dead body, when found, was but a heap of 
charred. bones, It appears that tho fire 
broke out in the extreme wing of tho male 
department of the asylum, which was ap 
propriated to tho hospital pationts, and in 
which were 220 inmates, Soon af 12 
o'clock, when the fire had subsided in this 
portion of the building, the charred remains 
of O'Brien were found lying on an iron 
bedstead which stood on a small portion 
of the floor which had not given way. It 
appears that tho atteridant Fegan passed 
the bed of O'Brien several times, and res- 
cued other pationts further removed than 
he from the door of tho dormitory. Fegan 
did not in the great hurry and confusion 
notice O'Brien, who must hayo been lying 
in a lothargic sleep, and who, perhaps, had 
hia head under tho clothes—a favorite prac- 
tice with some mad peoplo,

“Trial by Jury.” 


EXTRAORDINARY SCENE IN THE CORNWALL 
COURT HOUSE, 

At the last Assizes in Cornwall, the Re- 
porter gives the following account of the 
remarkable findings of a jury in the Coe 
murder case :-— 

Mr. Macdonald, the Clerk, haying called 
the nanies of the jurymen, and ascertained 
that the tale was complete, propounded the 
usual question ; 

‘Gentlemen of the jury, have you agreed 
upon your verdict!’ A nod from eleven 
and a gasp from one signified an affirmative. | 

**Gentlemen of the jury, how say you? 
Do you find that the prisoner at the bar is 
guilty of the felony whereof he stands in- 
dicted, or not guilty ?” 

As every ear was strained to hear the 
sound of tho fateful reply, and as the pris- 
oner bent eagerly over the front of the 
dock to catch the first and decisive syllabe, 
Mr. James Fay, who, either by election or 
assumption, occupied the post of foreman 
and spokesman, instead of replying to tho 
interrogatory, throw back his head, elevat- 
ed his right hand and arm, and, rolling his 
eyes heavenward in the most approved 
manner, broke forth into supplication :— 

* O Lord God Almighty, who reigneth 
in the Heavens above, your lordship, have 
mercy upon us for the verdict we are about 
to pronounce on this unfortunate «man. 
Your lordship, our verdict is not without 
giving this matter due consideration : our 
verdict, your honor, is manslaughter in 
self-defence.” 

“Tut, tut,” said his lordship, testily, 
“that is 16 way to announcé your decision. 
What you say amounts to a verdict of ‘not 
guilty,’ and the Court so records it.”” So 
Saying his lordship’ endorsed” the indict- 
ment and threw it down to the clerk, who 
Baid :

Of these the regular army, militia, and 
Army reserve aro practically available for 
foreign service, the militia although enrolled 
for home service, being liable to drafts to ro- 
inforce the regulars in time of war, This 
gives a forco of 304,220 soldiers from which 
must bo déductéd absentees and sick, say 20,- 
000 men. .Theso gaps, however, the author- 
ities ostimate they would be ablo to fill up 
rapidly by _ recruiting. In mobilizing this 
force, the plan, Ibelievo, is to call out the 
wholo of the militia, yeomanry, anda part of 
the yolantcor force to fill the vacancies caused 
by drafts on the militia to reinforce the re- 
gulars. It is estimated that, reserving © a 
necessary porcentage of regulars, reserve and 
militia for,daty in Great Britain, Ireland, the 
Mediterranean,and foreign stations, the coun- 
try could put into the ticld at once a well- 
equipped army of 150,000 men, raising it to 
250,000 men within a month afterwards by 
calling out the whole of the volanteers to re- 
place the militia, and this without counting 
the recruits. Army officers claim that the 
country contains a reserve of veterans to 
fall back on equalled only by Germany,in the 
vast multitudes of discharged soldiers who 
have served their time and been absorbed 
into tho goneral-population, who would be 
sure to roenlist in case of war, Some pains 
have been taken to discover the number of 
volunteers who have passed outof service and 
are still in the country, having become offici- 
ent soldiers, and the number is confidently 
stated at 650,000, or a total, including the ef- 
ficents of the present year, of 840,000 men. 


A Fortune ror Some 0; The London 
Free Press says :—‘Report has it that $12,-

“very little actual sympathy between Eng- 
lish Free Masonry and that of the conti-

| Sir Garnet Wolseley in Portman- 
Square—A Sketch of His 
| Brilliant Career. 


The London World of the 13th has the 
| following : In a comfortable mansion of 

the old fashioned type, just outside the 
| buay turmoil of Oxford street, yet within 
j easy reach of tho bost that this best of 

cities contains, England's youngest, but 
| not the least promising oF noteworthy, 

general has fixed his home. Sir Garnet 

Wolseley lives in Portman-equare when the 
| Empire is tranquil and the world at pence, 
| when no vigorous administrator is needed 
| for adistant province, when no small war 
| imperatively calls for prompt treatment, 
| when no great one summons our best and 
| bravest soldiers to give their whole ener- 
gies to tho service of the State. He is here, 
50 to speak, at single anchor, with portman- 
| teaus packed and war paint always fresh, 
| ready to go anywhere and undertake any- 
thing, howover weighty and responsible the 
task. And yet this house—which, without 
| a moment's hesitation, he would leave at 
the call of duty—is of a kind to tempta 
| man of less eager and adventurous spirit to 
make it has Capua, and to pass within its 
walls a life not of stirring usefulness, but 
of inglorious ease. From the threshold 
throughout§ it is an artistically-planned 
abode, furnished and decorated with the 
charming taste that speaks of a refined 
lady's governing hand. The spacious 
entrance hall—room rather than vesti- 
bule, and of dimensions rarely seen in a 
London house—is carpeted with Per- 
sian rugs; its woodwork is an admirable 
tint of reddish brown ; under tho stair- 
case, which closes inthe view, is an al- 
coved recess full of good blue china. Good 
plagues hang about the deep wide hearth, 
on each side of which are the quaintly- 
carved wooden stools of African kings. 
A number of valuablo old portraits hang 
upon the walls, 4nd among themare troph- 
ies of arms, Kaflir assegais, and cow-hide 
shields, Many other memories of the stir- 
ring scenes through which Sir ‘Garnet has 
passed are to be found scattered here and 
there up and down the house. In the de- 
lightful dining room, whose wall-space and 


it up well, is’a large oil-painting which re- 
presents the landing of the Red River Ex- 
pedition at the first portage, where the 
water had for a space to be perforce aband- 

To tho lett of the pic- 
ture are crowds of boats and canoes; to 
the right, the tumbling rapids ; behind all, 
rows of primeval pines and the rosy clouds 
of new world dawn. In the drawing- 
rooms again, amidst cabinets filled with 
old china and Salviati glaas, amidst tapes- 
try, hangings, and Chippendale chairs, 
are more quaint chairs, the badge of 
African royalty, with other treasures from 
Coomassie; here a splondid. silver box 
richly chased, there a child’s rattle, cover- 
ed with beaten-out plates of thin red gold. 
There wouldtbe many more choice curiosi- 
ties, but forthe hard luck which robbed 
Sir Garnet of all his belongings when the 
Pantechnicon was burnt down. The news 
of this disastrous fire, which did him such 
gricyous injury, was communicated to the 
General casually as ho travelled up to Lon- 
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already hia still abundant hair 
to be discerned by all who rve him 
closely in the bias and processes of his 
mind, in his opinions and in his acts, no 
leas than in his outward man. He is os- | 
sentially ap of the new school, an 
exponent of the nowest ideas, eager to give 
practical effect to the most recont improve- | 
mento in warfare, to assimilate and ada 
himself to tho newest theories and the new- 
est combinations. Still mors does ho iden 
tify himself with the new men, with the 
younger and most capable members, of that | 
now xchool of soldiers through whose car- 
nest and consistent endeavors a new ora of 
ofliciency has been comionced for the army 
of this country. Sir Garnet Wolseley is 
the centre of this band, the sun of a solar 
system, surrounded by satellites who havo, 
in a measure, taken their ligh’ color 
from him, but without losing their own in- 
dividuality and special attributes of worth, 
Among these —the men who rallied round 
him from the first, when as yet his fame 
rested rather upon promise than perform- 
anco—are many already distinguished 
as the shining lights of the 
military profession. There are no 
more able and experienced stafl-oflicers 
than Colonels Greaves and T. D. Baker; 
no soldiers more gallant and forward when 
there is fightingto be done than Colonels 
MeNeil, Evelyn Wood, or Baker Russell, 
the bold defender ef Abracampra ; Colonel 
Colley, whether as diplomast, or soldier. or 
administrator, has given already full ear- 
nest of tho career that is before him ; Col- 
onol Home ne of the most scientitic and 
indefatigable ofticers in the whole corps of 
Royal Engineers. Men like Butler of the 
Great Lone Land ; Redvers Buller, who

has just gone tothe Cape; Lord Gifford, 
the tiery and intrepid young scout ; Henry 
Brackenbury, Maurice Dalrymple, Cecil 
Russell, and a dozen others—have given 
him their best efforts in the past, and 
would to-morrow make any sacrilice, throw 
up the highest appointmouts, or travel a 
thousand miles to rejoin him, and fight un- 
der his orders again. 


There is something of the spirit which 
attached the soldiers of the Tenth Legion 
to their Cwsar in the deyotion which Sir 
Garnet inspires in all who have cast in their 
lot with his. This is partially to be ex- 
plained by the subtle charin of manner that 
soon wins over those who are thrown much 
in his society. It is impossible to be unin- 
fluenced by the eager chivalry showing it- 
self in every gesture and overy expression, 
stirring the pulses of all other soldiers, set- 
ting thein the highest example, and nerving 
them to the fullest endeavour. But the 
uncompromising loyalty of his followers and 
frionds has a still deeper root, and is due 
no less to their earnest faith in his future 
and his powers, than to his own grateful 
and ungrudging recognition of their help. 
Never has chief been more ready to ack- 
nowledge the assistance he has received 
from others,—to admit the obligations un- 
der which he has been laid; never has 
successful commander been less sellish in 
regard to tho distribution of honours and 
rewards, It has ever been on abiding 
principle with him that the laborer 
is worthy of his hire,—that good work 
efficiently performed thoroughly deserves 
its full meed of reward. Andhe is above 
all petty jealousies. He recognizes merit 
wherever he finds it, and utilises it to the 
utmost of his powor. He could welcome 
and give employment to the subaltern 
who beat him in the competition for the 
Wellington Prize Essay, and he has noth- 
ing but good to say of his officers, more of 
his own rank and standing, who have suc 
ceded in any difficult emprise. It may be 


don, on the vory day of his triumphant re- 
turn from Ashanti ; and the quiet sanyfroid 
with which he received the unwelcome in- 
telligence was one among many instances 
of his imperturbable good-humor. Yet in 
that fire ho lost much which neither time 
nor money could replace—a yaluable mili- 
tary library, slowly and carefully collected 
in many years ; treasures and trophies from 
many lands, Burmese and Crimean ; Indian 
mutiny ‘loot ;' jade dragons and costly 
jewels from the Summer Palace at Pekin ; 
furs, moccasins, and medicine bags of em- 
broidered beads from the far North-West. 
Now but a single relic remains—a charred 
and mutilated French bronze figure, a 
Grenadier of the Old Guard—which Sir 
Garnet himself picked up when visiting 
the ruins of the conflagration, and which 
stands on tho newel,at the foot of the hall- 
stairs. 

The room which the General calls his 
own is to the right of the entrance hall, a 
small snug chamber pleasantly furnished, 
hangings of yellowish damask, the chairs 
upholstery of the time of Louis 
Quinze, Here are a small but choico col- 
lection of books and works of reference, 
and a writing-table not overmuch littered 
with papers; for the heaviest portion of 
his day's business Sir Garnet transacts at 
the India Office, where ho spends six or 
sevon hours every day, But here in his 
private sanctum aro numerous red-leather 
clespatch-boxes, filled, doubileas, with the 
most important papers, though in the first 
he opens, close to the lid, lies a case of 
cigarettes. The General is, and has usu- 
ally been a great smoker; but he is no 
slave to the habit, just as he is no slave to 
red tape er stereotyped methods of.proced- 
ure. Ho will tellyou that on the Red 
River expedition, when every ono was 
compelled to accept strong black tea as their 
only stimulant, and he found it impossible 
to drink it and smoke as well, he gave up 
tobacco without a pang. Yet he believes 
thoroughly in the fragrant weed ; he calls 
it the best possible restorative after pro- 
longed mental or physical oxertion ; and 
on great occasions, when it has been indis- 
pens:ble to remain awake and on the alert 
| for inany conseguctive hours, he has found 


| 


cigar and smoke stoadily all tho night 
through. This only on an emergency of 
course ; at ordinary times Sir Garnet does 
not know what it is to have a sleoploss 
| night. Ho has the faculty of sleep, moro- 
over, at odd hours and places, can snatch 
forty winks laying his head among tho 
despatches and minutopapers on his official 
desk, or can tako a refreshing nap in tho 
| cab which whirlehimalong the noisy atreots. 
| It would be difficult to find a man more ab- 
| solutely free from what is commonly called 
‘nerves.’ Indeed, in every movornent and 
in overy line he displays the superabund- 
ance of health and onergy that is in him, 
Hin physcial vigor is to bo noted in the clear 
calm eyo of blue, not cold.but steady, pone- 
trating,and observant ; in the smooth face, 
still without a wrinkle or a furrow ; in the 
pery light frame and brisk active atop 5 
above all, in tho strong voice, its tonoa quite 
suave and courteous, but tinged with the 
decisive authoritative utterances of tho 
soldier accustomed to command and to be 
| unhositatingly obeyed. His youthfulnoss 
is porhaps hia chief and most noticoable 
| trait. tt gives the lic direct to, and maken 
quite a fuke of, te dlvor which stroaks 


it the most effectual plan to light cigar after | 


that his popularity lies rather among the 
juniors than the seniors of the service, 
The wise old Nestors, having been them- 
selves tried in the fire, can afford to do 
justice to any man who, like Sir Garnet, 
has passed triumphantly through several 
crucial tests ; but thero must remain acer- 
tainnumber of Jess fortunate comrades 
who, in their secret hearts, grudge him a 
little of the success he has achieved. Yet 
luck, says the Spanish proverb, is for those 
it meets, not for those who go in search of 
it ;nor is it sufficient to meet good luck— 
it must be taken also by the hand and 
turned to the best account. Sir Garnet 
Wolseley has had more than one splendid 
opportunity, but he has made the most of 
them all, He has done more than deserve 
success—he has commanded and secured 
it. 

Tho vicissitudes of a varied career have 
given Sir Garnet occasion for the display of 
qualities outside and beyond his own pro- 
fession. He has proved himself equally 
efficient in council and in camp; he has 
administered as a modern pro-consul, large 
territories beyond tho seas, and at the 
present moment at the Tudian Office they 
value highly his shrewd intellect and his 
natural capacity for affairs. But he is 
above ail chings a soldier ; h military 
command is hig chief aspiration, military 
renown his dearest dream. And it cannot 
be denied that he has already displayed 
many of the gifts of a born leader of men. 
The expedition to the Red River may have 
been a bloodless campaign, but it was sur- 
rounded with innumerable difficulties. His 
small force was in a measure amphibitous, 
having to move by sea and land, It was 
not casy to keep it supplied 
the length of its communications ; ye 
first to last there was no hitch, and the 
wholo affairbrought out in strong roliof 
Sir Garnet's powers of organization and 
administrativeskill. It was the same, but 
intensified a thousand-fold, in the Ashanti 
campaign. Here success was only to bo 
compassed by the completeness of the pre- 
parations fora decisive march ; and — in 
all thore, from the moment of his first 
appointment to tho chief command to the 
capture of Coomassie, Sir Garnet was the 
heart and soul of the enterprise, its moving 
spirit and strong backbone. He nover 
quailed or lost his head even when ho met 
with repeated disappointment ; when | 
most harassod by a depressing and | 
indeed lethal climate his _ pluck 
never deserted him. Sir Garnet is 
self-roliant almost to a fault; but those 
who bolioye thoroughly in thomsclves have 
mado substantial advanco towards making 
others beliove in them too ; and Sir Gar- 
not's constunmate solf-possession and self: | 
| confidence have ove 
on all around him. These have been shown 
no loss in tho stout-hoartodnoss which sup- 
| ported him in the long atrugglo againat the | 
trying administrative conditions of tho 
Awhanteo war, but also in the moro physi- 
cal and more acute dangora of the actual 
fight. At Amoafvl, for inatanco, hia statf 
found him choery and good-humored, oven 
whon inattera looked ugly and groat issues 
hung by a throad ; at those who camo, as 
rolays of moasongors did to Job, with nows 
of frosh disaster, ho only laughed, bidding 
thom stay away till they could show a plon- 
nanter faco. ‘This faculty of high courage, 
combined with a porfectly cool head at mo« 
monts of great omorgoncy, augura most

But one of the largest points is | 
sound practical mind, He is the | 
apostle of common sense ; ho has a hatred | 
of pipe-clay, and may bo expected some | 
day to take rank as the iconoclast of all 
those false gods of worm-eaten tradition | 
and reactionary routine which have too 
commonly found devout worshippers in the 
powers that be. He is a quick, dexterous 
intellect, versatile, perhaps, rather than 
profound, but rapid, almost intuitiy , in ite 
deductions, close in its reasonings, very 
patient and persevering in ita effort to 
establish the point to be proved. This may 
be read in every line of those exhaustive 
and well-considered papers on military sub- 
Jects which appear from time to time in the 
most thoughtful periodicals of the day, yet 
more in the plain-spoken home truths and 
sensible language of his Soldier's Pocket- 
books, which is now generally accepted asa 
text-book by the service at fa

The Fleet in the Sea of Marmora. 
A fow days since we published a letter 
from the Fleet, dated 22d February ; sinco 
thon we have received one dated up to two 
days onrlicr, the 20th, which was delayed 
in transit, and another bringing down the 
news to the 26th, We subjoin both ; 


Touzla Bay, Feb 26. 

“We had to leave Prince's Island on the 
18th, and keep under way on account of 
torpedoes, but we are well prepared, and 
our enemies are not likely to catoh us nap- 
ping, These whoever they may be neyer 
put in an appearance on the night of the 
15th, when we were looking out for an 
hostile visit. We are about 30 miles from 
Constantinople—off an Island. The Ad- 
miral goes up every day to Coustantinople 
in the Talamis, and comes down at 6 p. m. 
Commerell is stil at Gallipoli with the 
Agincourt and the Swiftsure; the Teme- 
raire is cruising about.” 

Tovuzta, February 26. 

“We have pretty hard times at present 
on account of these infernal torpedo boats. 
Wo keep in readiness all night, with wire 
hawsers run out round torpedo poles about 
forty feet from tho ship, and torpedo guns 
loaded and manned. The guns round the 
upper decks are alternately loaded with case 
shot and shrapnel shell. I pity any yen- 
turesome expedition that would try us with 
4 repetition of the attempts practised on 
the Turks. Steam launches,armed with nine 
pounders, and with their crews armed to 
tho teeth, and prowling about, around the 
ships a}! night; some mariners are station- 
ed on w little island at the entrance from 
Constantinople to this place, and upon a 
craft making its appearance they fire a 
rifle, and the steam-launch stationed with 
in the boundary board her. We burn no 

ghts atnightto indicateour position,as 
is ordinarily done when a vessel is lying at 
anchor, Not aasinglo light is shown from 
any of the ships. ‘Tho Dovastation is at 
Gallipoli. The Torch arrived here from 
Malta on Saturday ; she goes back again. 
Tho Flamingo and Salamis aro very busy ; 
the weathor here now is fine. We are ex- 
pecting the Austrian and Italian fleot up 
hore. Wo went out lust Friday for targot 
and torpedo practice, and did very well. 
Wo have got a telegraph clerk on board 
from Constantinoplo. 1 may add that when 
coming through the Dardanolles orders wore 
givon not to tire into the town, but at the 
gins and tho forts, Ido not think they 
would stand much work.

Cheese From Potatoes. 

The following isthe manoer in which 
choese is said to be manufactured from pota- 
toes in Thuringia and-Saxony:-- After haying 
collected a quantity of potatoes of good 
quality, giving the preference to a large 
white kind, they are boiled in a caldron, 
and after becoming cool are peeled and re- 
duced to a pulp, either by means of a gra- 
ter or mortar, ‘To five pounds of thia pulp 
Which ought to bo as equal as possible, is 
added one pound of sour milk and the 
necessary quantity of salt. Tho whole is 
kneaded together, and the mixture 
covered up and allowed to lie for thres or 
four days, according to thescason. 
tho end of this time, ib is kneaded ax 
and the cheesos are placed in little baskets, 
when the supertlious moisture, escapes. 
They aro then allowed to dry in the shade, 
and placed in large vessels, where they 
The older 
the cheesos are the more their quality im- 
proves. Three kinds are made—tho first 
and most common is made dotailed 
above ; the second, with four parts of pota- 
toes and two parts of curdled milk ; the 
third, with two parts of potatoes and four 
parts of cow's or ov mill,"”

Dominion Parliament. 


FIFTH SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


WEDNESDAY, March 27, 
MERCHANT WHIPPING AcT, 

Mr. Smith (Westmoreland) having explain- 
oi that ho introdu the wrong bill yextor- 
day, brought in a bill to repeal section 23 o! 
the Merchant Shipping Act of 1876, respect- 
ing ships in Canadian waters, 

Read a first time. 

QUESTIONS BY MEMBERS, 

In reply to Mr, Farrow, 

Mr. Cartwright said tho amount of Govern. 
ment p, of tho denomination of twenty: 
five cents, in circulation is $116,505. It was 
not tho intention of the Government to call it 
in. 

In reply to Mr, Desjardines, 

Mr, Cartwright said it was not the inten- 
tion of the Goyerament to introduce, during 
the present session, snch amendments to the 
general Jaw respecting Insurance as will per- 
mit and facilitate the amalgamation of Fire 
Insurance Companies. 

In reply to Sir John Macdonald, 

Mr, Mackenzie said there were no further 
papers in connection with the dismissal of 
the late Goverament of Quebeo, except those 
which were now before the House, 


PAYMENTS YOR CANAL LANDS, 
vin moved for a return roypect- 
al sums of money paid out of 
6 deposited in the Bank of Montreal, to 
rtain parties for land taken for canal 
purposes. —Carried. 
THE INSOLVENCY LAW, 

Mr. Barthe moved the second reading of his 
bill to ropeal the Insolvent Act. He said he 
believed public opinion was ripe for this bill 
this year, On an average the insolyents of 


the dollar on their liabilities, Tho late } 
ister of Justice was mistaken when he antici- 
pated that insolvent estates would in many 
cases pay fitty centsin the dollar, There was 
but one case in Qnebec of such sum having 
been paid. The Act only favored dishonest 
tradora. 

Mr. Wood said the member for Richelieu 
should have been satisfied with the answer 
which he received from tho House last year, 
‘Vhe principle of the insolvent law was a good 
one. The machinery was uot perfect, but 
when it failed it was mostly due to the mer- 
chants and traders themsesves. Ho did not 
desire to go back to the state ot things which 
existed before the country had an insolvent 
dA, He concluded by moving the six months’ 
hoist. Fs 

Mr. Mactonald (Centre Toronto) said he 
did not think the Government waa prepared 
to allow the Insolvent Act to be repealed. 
He would. like to ask the member for Riche- 
liou whether if the Act had not been in forco, 
the bankrupt estates to which he had referred 
would have realized more than the fourteen 
cents in the dollar he had spoken of. The 
Act was fairly qualitied to secure the end de- 
ired, and a frequent cause of its failures was 
the indifference of the merchants themsel~ 
He belicved the proportion of failures in C. 
naa was greater than in any other country, 
but the repeal of the Insolvency Act would 
not alter this fact. The law was an equitable 
one to both debtor and crefitor. Its repeal 
would bring about wieespread confusion. 

Mr. Domville said the member for Centre 
Toronto was very amusing, though he should 
probably vote with him. It would be agreat 
injustice to repeal the Act, His opinion was 
that any honest merchant who found he could 
not pay seventy-five cents in the dollar, would 
call bis creditors together, 

Mr, MacMillan pointed out that under the 
Act of 1864 farmera were included. In the 
legislation of 1869 and that of subsequent 
years, they were left out, and he thought with 
great injustice, It was a proper amendment 
to increase the composition to tifty cents on 
the dollar, but the hest amendment would be 
the repeal of the Act. It was mostly in the 
hands of the ineolventa themselves, and of 
broken down politicians. The only way wo 
could get cur commercial affairs into a normal 
state was to repeal the Act, though he could 
understand why ‘the merchants who over- 
traded and oversold desired to retain it in 
force. 

Mr. Devlin said the opinion of the commer- 
cial men in Montreal was much divided on 
this question. If the law of Quebec were in 
torce in Ontario, he believed the opinion would 
he overwhelmingly in favor -of the repeal of 
the Act. He regarded the Act as odious and 
demoralizing, but rather than repeal it now 
he would vote to retain it, 

Mr, Thompson (Cariboo) said ho would vote 
for the bill before the House, Wholesale 
merobants overtraded, and they ought to be 
punished for doing so. 

Mr. Young said the present was a most in- 
opportune time to press this bill. 

Mr. McDougall (‘Three Rivers) said he had 
hada good deal of experience in insolvency 
mattors, and he was prepared to vote for tho 
bill of the member for Richélieu,

A DREAEFUL DEATH. 


A Quantity of Lime Blowninto the 
Face of a Laborer. 
His FACK COOKED AND 1118 BYES BURNED OUT 
— AFTER SUFERRING UNTOLD NY 
POR FIFTY-ALX HOURS HE DIES, 


(Prem the Toledo Commercial. ) 


Last Thursday morning Jacob Weber, a 
laborer, 85 years of employed at Gras- 
sor & Brand's brewe on St. Clair street, 
met with a singular and horrible accident 
At this eeason of tho ycar"it is tho custom 
of brewers to disinfect their cellars and 
store room with lime, Weber was engag- 

slacking a largo bucketful of it, and, 
having turned a small amount of water in- 
to the bucket, proceeded to add more to it. 
That which had been thrown in had, in its 
action on the lime, generated a teriftic heat 
and when the second quantity of water was 
cast into the receptacle it was converted 
into steam in an instant by heat more in- 
tense than a thousand ovens, , The rather 
large and heavy amount of unslacked lime 
on top served for an instant to hold the 
steam in, but the resistance only tended to 
make the explosion which followed the 
more terrible. While Weber was bending 
ovyor the harmless-looking pail of lime, pre- 
paring to stir it, tho entire contents of the 
bucket were suddenly blown outward with 
awful force, cleaning out the pail almost as 
completely as if it had been emptied, and 
carefully washed. Some of the lime struck 
the poor man in the face, whilst the rest 
was blown against tho coiling with such 
violence that it clung there in a mass two 
inches thick, It is beyond the power of 
the pen to depict the agony which Weber 
endured from the moment that he fell to 
the floor with his eyes and ears full of lime 
and his whole face burned raw. ‘To have 
been scalded with a compound so het would 
have been terrible enough, but to have the 
scalding material a corroding poison was 
simply awful. Any one who has ever 
dropped a little lime in his eye can form a 
very faint idea of what Weber suffored. 

As soon as the injured man’s condition 
was discovered, Dr. Chamberlin, the Coro- 
ner, was summoned. He had been carried 
to a bed in the sleeping apartments of the 
establishment, and lay there, face pre- 
senting a ghastly spectacle when the »phy- 
sician arrived. His eyes were blown so 
full of lime that the doctor was obliged to 
pull them apart—they had swollen shut— 
and forco the poisonous stuff out with an 
instrument. Had the amount in each eye 
been collected together, it would have made 
a ball of lime as large as a hickory-nut, 
The face was so thoroughly cooked that in 
forcing the eyes apart the skin, and some 
of the flesh would stick to the doctor's 
fingers, The ears were blown so full that 
the lime had become compact, and had to 
be broken apart at the expense of a con- 
siderable outlay of strength before it could 
be taken out, 

But, most sickening of all, the doctor 
found, when he attempted to remove the 
lime from the roots of the chin-whiskers, 
that the hairs almost dropped out, and 
would not endure so much as aslixht pull. 

The inflamed state of the eyes affected 
the principal nerves leading to the brain, 
and death was caused from inflammation of 
that organ. On Friday night Wober began 
to rave like amadman.

my business to cry ‘stinking fish’ in the 
London Stock Exchange. There are two 
great traths under-lying all disctissions as 
to the finances ef this country. One is, 
that tho great prosperity you haye enjoyed 
for many years was very grossly abused, 
and made the means of committing you to 
all manner of foolish engagements, “Another 
is this—that so great is the intelligence,the 
industry, and the resources of the people 
of Canada, that, in spite of the folly and 
extravagance of the late Government, you 
are not yet ruined or bankrupt, but ure 
making your way manfully and well out of 
these entanglements, and will be able in a 
short time, [ hope, to pay your way as well 
as over. It was that side of the shield 
which it was my duty to present to the 
people of England, and which, I think, I 
did with some effect. Your progress has 
beon really great and marked, and your 
resources were likewise great. It was al- 
ways so when speaking to you, I displayed 
the brazen side of the shield most promin- 
ently, but on going to England I showed 
them the silver side, as I think you’ will 
admit it was my duty todo, There is no 
deception in the matter ; every word I said |

Be Social and Genial. 


Why is it that some porsons are more liked 
than others? Why is it that, often, those 
whore the best morally and»religiously are 
the least popular *. We answor, it is becaase 
they are not genial and social. They have 
little to say, they show no interest in others, 
they appear wrapt up in themselves. Stran- 
gors say, ‘‘ How cold they are!” Children 
nay, ‘'l'm afraid of her!” Women say, ‘He 
is too stern!” The consequence is that auch 
persons rarcly awaken the affectien that 
others, less worthy in many respects, seem 
unconsciously to ‘create. We know many 
very good people who are aware of this defect 
in themeelves, and would gladly correct it if 
they could ; but they are too old. Their 
habits are formed, and thoy cannot alter them, 
try as they may. 

But you, reader, are young enough to take 
warning, if you belong to the class of which | 
we are speaking. Put everybody, with whom 
you come into contact, into a good humor, 
and you will be universally liked—and not 
only liked, but loved. Be affable to all, even 
to strangers aud servants. Be genial to those 
who are your intimates. Let people see that 
you take a proper interest in their successes, 
and to do this, do not be bound up in your: 
selves. After all many very good peoplu are 
selfish, and coldness and reserve often go with 
selfishness ; persons who are really indifler- 
ent to you sre very apt to be unsocial. If 
you begin to show aun interest in others, you 
will soon learn to take it. . Friendship comes 
of friendship. One of the best plans to make 
pene like y= is to like them first, and 
onestly to show it. 


But you should not only be social, you 
should be genial also. Geniality is more than 
sociability, as sociability is more than mere 
politeness. Notice what a difference comes 
over a dull party when a really genial person, 
whether man or woman, arrives | The whole 
atmosphere, 80 to speak, scems to change.

The Road to Success, 


What shall Ido to advance myself? isa 
question asked by many young men when 
first entering upon their business career. Too 
many are apt to answer it by supposing that | 
some brilliant masterstroke is the talisman 
thot is to open the pathway of success before 
them. Brilliant masterstrokes, however, al- 


ways carry with them great risks, and, as a | 


rule, tho advancement made by persistent ef- 
tort is the safest, surest and moat easy of at- 
tainment. In choosing a profession or a trade, 
itis of tho utmost importance to select one 
that is congenial to the taste ; and, having 

to stick to it, for there isa won- 

ont of success in the stamina that 
enable men to stick. How many of our most 
successful men have clung to the pathway 


marked out, at times when fainter hearts | 


would have abandoned the task and sought 
refuge in somo leas difficult occupation! Is 
this a good trade? is that a good profession 
are questions that may be at all times an- 
swored by ‘* Yes, for those with the ability 
neceasary for their pursuit, and who possess 
the perseverance which true success at all times 
demands,” 

It is indeed folly to expect to start ont up- 
on any career with the Lr ( of Progress as 
plainly mapped out as if laid dowm upon a 
obart; for alt these things regulate themsolves; 
and while a pursuit which promises all things 
may prove entirely unsucceasft 
ly very uninviting may lead to 
All occupations havo their periods of activity 
and of dullness, and tho brisk business of to- 
day may be the dull one of to-morrow. 

Be especially careful not to over-estimate 
your own abilities, It is very natural to feel 
quite convinced of your personal ability, and 
to be aggrieved that your efforts are not more 
specially recognized ‘by employers; but rest 
assured that in the end employers will recog- 
nize any capability you may possess at ite 
proper value, and are at all timos eager to 
avail themselves of any elements you may 
possess that are advantageous to the pursuit 
of their bosineas, If, on the other hand, your 
ability is neglected, bear in mind that you are 
fairly established upon the right path, and be 
careful not to sucoumb to the inducements 
offered elsewhere by a slight advance of re- 
muneration, In a position held by dint of ap- 
preciated Iabor, there area great many advan- 
tages that are not visible upon the surface, and 
which can scarcely exist in a new position, 


First of all is the consideration that you are 
making progress, so that, be the obstacles 
what they may, you aré surmounting them. 
This is a great point, because in a new posi- 
tion you do not know what elements of oppo- 
sition may arise. Next bear in mind that the 
Jength of time you have been in one employ 
isa valuable eloment; you are becoming iden- 
tified with the business ; you are getting 
more familiar with it; and, above afl, you 
are making a reputation in it. You are also 
forming aronnd you a number of business ac- 
quaintances, who will be useful to you as 
Jong asthey live. How often do we hear the 
remark, ‘‘ Ob, So-and-so rose because he had 
a friend who could push him ahead !” As a 
rule, however, the disposition to advance an- 
other does not arise from friendship, but rath- 
er from a full confidence in his ability ; men 
roasessing the elements which raised them in 
Bacicent are usually too just, too keen-sight- 
ed, and too careful of their own reputation, to 
risk the same by recommending others out of 
pure friendship ; because, as compared to 
getting a good appointment, keeping it is ten 
times more difficult. 

‘The road to success is not a royal road, but 
is a tolerably straight and sure one. Anxiety 
and watchtulness for success, readiness to re 
linquish what is already gained for something 
apparently more inviting, is more often a by- 
way than the highway. The energy ex . 
ed in this way will pay a man a hundred-fold 
more interest if directed to becoming pro- 
ficient in his daily duties, in learning the 
science of his occupation, and studying its 
necessities. He should study not only in, 
but ont of, working hours, when his daily 
duties are ended, It is this which will en- 
able future days’ duties to be performed more 
easily and efficiently, In fact, every jot of 
knowledge gained after tho hours of daily 
labor is capital which will bear ample invorest. 


here are sometimes circumstances which 
may eye a successful and worthy career 
in business, but in such a case it is only neces- 
sary to begin over again, undiscouraged and 
with increased determinatign to succeed, One 
of the greatest causes of failure is a dislike to 
strenuous exertion, especially when manual 
labour is entailed. Too many young men get 
the idea that becouse they are ‘‘ smart" they 
ought to be able to live by their wits, and they 
akift about from pillar to post in avy 
occupation that docs not impose what is com- 
monly termed manual labour, Thi indeed, 
is asad mistake. All men cannot, in the very 
nature of things, learn or follows trade, but 
those who are adapted to do so will find the 
pursuit less onerous and more remunerative 
than that of entering some other pursuit be- 
cause of a dislike to manual labor. 

If an operative becomes a skilful workman, 
he is a success even though he does not attain 
riches ; and if he permits this latter fact to 
make him discontented, it is not an evidence 
that his career has not been a success, but 
rather that he permits a morbid feeling on 
that point to overshadow his success asa 
workman. It scems to be human proclivity 
to wish that one’s occupation had been some- 
thing olse than that which it actually is, and 
we often hear it said, ‘If I had my life to 
pass over again I would be a so-and-so.” 

We heard the following remarked a few 
days ago :— 

Tf my father had educated me until I was 
eighteen years I should not be required to toil 
at the bevch."’ 

The reply to this was so well chosen that 
wo give it in full as follows :— 

hat is a mistaken idea. Whena young 
man,of eighteen or twenty years old and with 
a good education, sets out to earn his own 
living he is to be pitied. What is ho fit for ? 
He knows nothing of any man's ness, and 
has no experience of eithor business or the 
world ; he can perform clerical work, but s0 
can the office bey who went into the office at 
fourteen years old and had a year at night 
school. He can probably do the same work 
as the boy, but he cannot work for the boy's 
pay ; he cannot afford to start at the begin- 
ning, but tries to Jump into a Gene) aes 
which ho isnot capable of holding. ‘I'ho boy 
in his superior, inasmuch as he has loarned 
something of the routine ond of the particular 
requiromente of that particular business. He 
is also growing up With the firm, and will in 


time understand the duties required in every | 


employee's station. from the office boy up to 
whatever position he may himself ocoupy. A 
i commonachool education, with tho as- 
sistance of a night school, will fit a boy for 
any ordinary occupation.

Tho facta of the 
caso are summarized by the Mail as fol- 
lowa: ‘A Mr. J.W. Brown mado a mort- 
gage to Mr. Currio in September, 1862, on 
acertain property. In the November fol- 
lowing Mr. Currie assigned this mortgage 
toa Mr, Junkin without Brown's know- 
ledge, In 1863, Brown agreed to exchange 
his property for a lot owned 
aworth. Brown and Wadsworth went to 
Currie, and the former told him to dis- 
charge the martgage, which ho, of course, 
supposed Currie held, on his lot, and ac- 
cepted ingtead,a mortgage on the lot he was 
acquiring in exchange from Wadsworth. 
Currie, without informing either of them 
that ho had made over the mortgago to 
Junkin, assented and made out the neces. 
sary documents, Brown discharging the 
first mortgage in full. Brown and Wads- 
worth trusted Currie implicitly, both sa 
ing ‘‘they had every contidence in him.” 
Junkin died in 1868, In 1871 Wadsworth 
died, leaving a widow and two chikiren,and 
Brown, believing all the while that the 
first mortgage had been discharged by 
Currie, paid the second one before it became 
duo, and received a regular discharge from 
Currie. The assignment from Currie to 
Junkin contained a covenant by the former 
for the payment of the mortgage money, 
and under this Currie continued to pay the 
interest until October, 1874. He then made 
default, and wJunkin’s representatives at 
once came down upon Mr, Brown, who 
then for the first time learned of Curries 
assignment of the mortgage. But Wads- 
worth having become the purchaser of tho 
land while an assignment of the mortgage 
stood registered, his estate was held respon- 
sible, and Junkin’s representatives entered 
suit against Wadsworth’s widow and child- 
revi, and obtained a decree.” 

Tn reply to these allegations, Mr. Currie 
made an affidayit in which he did not deny 
their truth, but stated that he had been 
unable to pay off the mortgage held by 
Mr. Junkin. This good intention, like 
many others, was neyer carried out, and 
Mr, Currie has at length been stripped of 
his gown and degraded from the ranks of 
the profession which he had disgraced. In 
passing judgment, His Lordship comment- 
ed severely on the conduct of Currie. He 
said :—
